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Aldermen Vacillate In 
Granting Gas Station 
Permits At West Newton 

Break Rule Observed For Years In Granting Permit When 
No Plans Were Filed 


The feature acts on the program 
given by the Newton Hoard of Aider- 
men on Monday night were contor- 
tion stunts performed on the grant- 
ing of permits for gasoline filling sta- 
tions. The weaving back and forth 
of some of the Aldermefi on these 
matters reminded one of that intri- 
cate quadrille, "The Lancers," popu- 
lar in the gay 90’s. They were hither 
on the attitude they took on one sta- 
tion. and thither on their attitude on 
another. 

The gadding on gasoline started 
when the report of the Licenses Com- 
mittee on the petition of the Crane 
Puller Company for a station at 44 
Chestnut street, West Newton was 
presented to the Board for action. Of 
the seven members of the Licenses 
Committee, six voted favorably on this 
petition. They were Aldermen Haw- 
kins. Holden, Hill, Farrell, Sproat and 
Temperley. Alderman Smith was the 
only member of the committee to vote 
againBt this petition. He took the 
floor and said that he would refrain 
from explaining his stand until the 
report of the Licenses Committee on 
the petition of the Bachrach Realty 
Associates for a station at 97S Water- 
town street was presented. He said 
although this petition had been be- 
fore the committee for a much longer 
time than the Crane Puller petition, 
no action had been taken on it until 
just before the regular meeting. He 
commented that some of the commit- 
tee members who opposed the grant- 
ing of the Bachrach petition were in 
favor of the later petition for the 
station on Chestnut street, and he 
wanted the Board to hear their argu- 
ments. 

Alderman Farrell of Ward 3 then 
took the floor. He was one of the 
two members of the committee who 
opposed the Bachrach petition. It 
was the first time that Alderman Far- 
rell had taken the floor since he be- 
came a member of the Board on Jan- 
uary 1st. Prior to the meeting on 
Monday night he had maintained a 
discreet silence. He is engaged in 
the gasoline and oil business and he 
quoted data gathered by "experts” of 
the big gasoline companies to prove 
that it is necessary lor a gasoline 
selling station to get the business 
of supplying 400 automobiles in order 
to pay. It has been estimated that 
there are so many lining stations in

this city, that each would have but 
235 cars to fill, If the total number 
of automobiles in the city consti- 
tuted their source of business. Mr. 
Farrell argued that seven owners of 
independent gasoline stations in West 
Newton objected to the Bachrach sta- 
tion becuuse it would injure their 
business through added competition, 
and their protests should be heeded. 
He stated that at the present time 
the City of Newton is employing more 
men than are needed, just to keep 
them employed, and he contended 
that the permit should not be given 
to the Bachrach Realty Company be- 
cause there are too many filling sta- 
tions in the city already. 

Alderman Smith said that the Board 
of Aldermen has never guaranteed to 
petitioners of gasoline filling stations 
the sale of any specified number of 
gallons, and that the proposed station 
j will be operated by an independent 
owner. He stated that the Bachrach 
Associates are heavy taxpayers and 
entitled to consideration. Aldermen 
Hawkins said that the station will 
cause two old wooden structures on 
Watertown street, near Washington 
street, to be removed and improve 
the neighborhood. Alderman Hill, 
who was the other member of the 
committee to oppose the petition, said 
that there are six stations nearby 
and it does not add to the looks of 
a city to have too many stations. Al- 
dermen Bowen said that any new 
business meets with objections from 
competitors, but this is no reason why 
the Aldermen should turn down a 
petition. He stated that the old build- 
ings the station will cause to be re- 
moved are Are hazards. 

Alderman Gallagher said that sev- 
eral years ago the Board of Aider- 
men was blessed with a Licenses Com- 
mittee which was of quite different 
mind regarding gasoline stations. 
This committee passed a resolution 
which would prohibit new filling sta- 
tions locating within a half-mile of 
any existing station. Gallagher then 
said. "Now, filling stations are so 
thick, they are like bootleggers at 
Newton Upper Falls. We have gas 
stations enough for 100 years.” 

Alderman Bail said that when the 
former Board of Aldermen passed the 
resolution to limit gasoline stations, 
all the members so voting, except for- 
mer Alderman Earle and him^hlf, re- 
versed their stand at the next meet- 
ing and voted to grant a permit for 
a station on Centre place, Newton. 
He said former Alderman Favinger 
raised the issue that a permit for a 
station ought to be granted in any 
business zone unless some valid ob- 
jection presented itself. Bail stated 
that the people of Newton, comment- 
ing on the many gasoline station per- 
mits which have been granted, are 
asking “Is any money being paid for 
these permits?” He said he knows 
this is not the case as he has served 
with 65 aldermen during the 10 years 
he has been on the Board, and he is 
sure none of them grafted. He re- 
ferred to the gasoline alley on Need- 
ham street at Newton Highlands. 

Alderman Temperley said he tries 
to be consistent and while he agreed 
with Alderman Farrell that there are 
too many gas stations, we can’t deny 
a man the right to use his business 
property unless it is shown that a sta- 
tion will be a detriment to health or 
traffic, or a fire hazard. He said 
some ordinance should be passed to 
limit the number of stations and 
called attention to the ordinance pro- 
posed by the Planning Board, which 
is printed elsewhere in this week’s 
GRAPHIC. Referring to Alderman

Is Refused 

Aldermen Turn Down Petition 
For Gas Station 

At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night the petition of the 
Standard Oil Company of New York 
for a permit to extend a non-con- 
forming use by enlarging the gaso- 
line selling station at 558 Common- 
wealth avenue, Newton Centre, was 
refused. This matter had caused con- 
siderable concern to a large number 
of Newton Centre residents. At the 
hearing on this petition before the 
Aldermen a few months ago the case 
for the petitioner was argued by dis- 
tinguished counsel, former Attorney 
General Herbert Parker, and many 
citizens of Newton Centre were pres- 
ent to protest. The Claims & Rules 
Committee of the Aldermen, one of 
whose functions is to consider such 
matters, made report at the meeting 
on Monday night. The committee was 
split on the petition. Three of the 
members who were present when the 
committee acted on the matter voted 
adversely on it. They are Aldermen 
Sproat. Chandler and Murray. Two 
members. Aldermen Grebensteln and 
Smith voted in favor of the petition. 
The other two members, Aldermen 
Bowen and Harte were absent. 

Alderman Grebensteln. who is 
chairman of the committee explained 
his attitude at the Board meeting on 
Monday. He read a lengthy typewrit- 
ten statement, which was, in sub- 
stance, a repetition of the argument 
ofTered by Attorney Parker at the 
public hearing. It contended that the 
petitioner asks for no new use; only 
a continuance of an existing use in an 
altered and improved building. It 
stated that the petitioner wishes to 
alter the building for the better and 
competent utilization of a present au- 
thorized use through structures and 
arrangements better suited to the lo- 
cation. and more capable of respond- 
ing to the requirements of public con- 
venience. Mr. Grebensteln said that he 
is interested in the protection of the 
zoning ordinance as it affects public 
welfare and property rights. He as- 
serted, as had Mr. Parker at the hear- 
ing, that long before the zoning ord- 
inance. this locus was used not only 
for a gas station but also as a garage 
repair shop. As a matter of fact, there 
has not been a garage repair shop at 
this locus. The business conducted 
at the store where the gasoline has 
been sold, has been that of an auto- 
mobile accessory store, with tire and 
battery service. Grebensteln stated 
that the property where the proposed 
station would be located is assessed 
for $2 per foot, while adjoining prop- 
erties are assessed for only 30c per 
foot. He argued that the station would 
lie more attractive than the stores 
now on the property and he concluded 
by asserting, as had Attorney Parker, 
that the petitioner can make the 
change even without the permission of 
the Aldermen, and needs only a per- 
mit from the Buildings Commissioner 
of Newton. The City Solicitor of 
Newton, Mr. Bartlett, rules other- 
wise. 

Alderman Smith said that he fav- 
ors the petition because the existing 
station is a nuisance and traffic haz- 
ard. Much of the time automobiles 
are parked double in front of it. The 
proposed station would overcome this 
condition and be an asset to the com- 
munity. The tennis courts nearby may 
be disposed of in the future, and it is 
not probable that a good house would 
be erected on that site. He said this 
site is far better suited for a filling 
station than is the site at the corner 
of Willow and Centre streets, where 
the Board recently granted a permit. 
Alderman Hawkins took the floor to 
favor the petition and he read the pre- 
amble to the zoning ordinance which 
says, "To promote the health, safety, 
convenience and welfare of the Inhabi- 
tants to lessen the danger from fire 
and to Improve the city the use and 
construction of buildings are hereby 
restricted and regulated.” Mr Hawk- 
ins said that the granting of the peti- 
tion would be in accord with this pre- 
amble. Alderman Temperley face- 
tiously asked Hawkins if he is a mem- 
ber of the Claims & Rules Committee? 
Temperley ’s query was based on the 
fact that it has been a practice of the 
Board for members of the committee 
involved to first speak on a report 
emanating from their particular com- 
mittee. Hawkins is not a member of 
the committee. 

Alderman Pratt called attention to 
the fact that the filling station at 
558 Commonwealth avenue has done a 
little business through the medium 
of a couple of small portable tanks, 
placed on the sidewulk. and that the 
principal business of the place has 
been automobile accessories. He said 
that while there was a division of 
sentiment among Newton Centre peo- 
pie regarding the station on Willow 


Red Cross Not To 
Join Chest This Year 


Officials Feel Action Will Not 
Harm Progressive Movement 


At the meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Newton Chapter of 
the Red Cross heid on Wednesday, 
the 21st of September, it was voted 
that, for the time being, the Chap- 
ter remain outside of the Community 
Chest which is beginning to function 
in Newton. 

This does not mean that the Red 
Cross is out of harmony with the 
Community Chest organization, but 
simply that the nature of the Rod 
Cross organization is such that it 
doeH not lend itself easily to partici- 
pation. The two principal reasons 
behind the decision are the following; 

(1) the Red Cross is a national or- 
ganization with fixed financial and 
organization responsibilities to 
National Headquarters. These ob- 
ligations could not be properly 
fulfilled if the Newton Chapter 
merged with any other organiza- 
tion. 

(2) participation in the Chest would 
mean discontinuance of the Red 
Cross Roll Call which has been 
conducted for the past fifteen 
years between Armistice Day and 
Thanksgiving Day throughout the 
country. This Roll Call is much 
more than a money collection of 
$1.00 memberships — it is a true 
call to the colors of every man. 
woman and child in the country. 
This Roll Call is an expression 
of loyalty and unselfish support 
— the spirit behind the Red Cross 
organization. 

Community Chest officials were con- 
sulted before the Newton Chapter 
made its decision and the decision 
was made only after it was felt by 
those interested in the Chest that 
the non-participation of the Red Cross 
would In no way harm this very pro- 
gressive movement. 

The Newton Chapter of the Red 
Cross intends to co-operate with the 
Community Chest in every way pos- 
sible and trusts that It will have manv 
opportunities of doing so.

street, all residents of Newton Centre 
are opposed to the petition for the 
station on Commonwealth avenue. 

Alderman Bowen said that the zon- 
ing ordinance was passed to provide 
restrictions for structures to be sub- 
sequently erected and to protect prop- 
erty rights acquired before this 
ordinance went into effect. The 
property rights of owners the use of 
whose holdings was established when 
the zoning ordinance went into effect, 
are entitled to more consideration 
than are objections of persons to alter- 
ations on buildings where such prop- 
erty rights have been existent. For 
this reason, Mr. Bowen said he would 
vote in favor of the petition. 

Alderman Smith said that Bowen’s 
attitude made the Claims & Rules 
Committee three to three on the mat- 
ter and he moved that it be referred 
back for further consideration. His 
motion was lost. He than raised a 
Charter Objection. President Collins 
ruled that the objection was not in 
order and stated that the City So- 
licitor agreed with him on the ground 
that the matter had been before the 
Board at a previous meeting. He re- 
minded the members that it would 
take a two-thirds vote to grant the 
petition. Alderman Holden said that 
City Solicitor Bartlett would rule that 
it is within the province of the Aider- 
men to grant or reject the petition. 
Alderman Smith next tried to block 
action on the matter by contending 
that five members would raise a Chart- 
er Objection. President Collins ruled 
this attempt of Smith’s out of order 
by saying that this action can only 
he taken when a Charter Objection 
has validly been made at a pre- 
ceding meeting by one member. 

Alderman Bull asked for a rollcall 
ote on the matter. The aldermen 
who voted to sustain the majority re- 
port of the committee and refuse the 
petition were: Bail. Chandler. Collins. 
Farrell, Harte, Hill. Hewlett. Murray, 
Holden. Pratt, Sproat and Temperley. 
Those who voted in favor of grant- 
ing the petition were: Boweu. Floyd, 
Gallagher, Grebensteln, Hawkins, 
Jamieson and Smith. 


Planning Board 
Would Restrict 
Gasoline Stations 

Five Hundred Feet From Pub- 
lic Buildings and Parks 

The Planning Board of the City of 
Newton at its meeting on September 
27th passed the following resolution: 
"That the Zoning Ordinance be amend- 
ed to provide that no gasoline filling 
station, or vehicle service station, or 
service building shall be placed with- 
in 500 feet of any park, parkway or 
playground, or land upon which a 
church, school or public building 
owned by the city is located. And 
that such structures and buildings as 
now exist within such limitation shall 
not be enlarged or extended.” 

This resolution was presented to 
the Newton Board of Aldermen at 
its meeting on Monday night. It was 
referred to the Claims & Rules Com- 
mittee and a public hearing assigned 
on it at the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen to be held on Monday night, 
November 7.

In addition to 
Mr. Rogers, who recently resigned 
from the presidency of the Mayor’s 
Relief Committee and from a num- 
ber of other philanthropic offices in 
order to devote himself wholly to the 
Community Chest as Its first presi- 
dent, the officers include Mrs. George 
M. Angler and Donald D. McKay, vice- 
presidents; Paul F. Bauder, secretary, 
and Frank L. Richardson, treasurer.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 




NEWTON TACKLES 
EVERETT IN ANNUAL 
GRIDIRON BATTLE 

Tomorrow afternoon on the Ever- 
ett High School' footbnll field Newton 
High and Everett High will stage 
their annual gridiron battle. Regard- 
less of the form or early season scores 
of these two teams the intense rival- 
ry between the two schools sends both 
elevens into the gnnie practically 
even. On paper Everett Is the favorite 
but the vast improvement In the New- 
ton defense between the Arlington and 
Cambridge Latin games promises to 
break up the Everett offence on the 
slightest •eension. This strength upon 
the defense should keep the score of 
the game down unless the nervous- 
ness which the Inexperienced Newton 
eleven has shown at times upBets 
them. This inexperience has handi- 
capped the development of the New- 
ton eleven in an offensive way, but 
each game has taught Its lesson and If 
the Newton attack clicks as it should 
the Gildea coached outfit may ex- 
perience some surprises. 

The Newton team last week, 
strengthened by the return of Kevor- 
kian and the transfer of Houghton 
from end, provided the orange and 
black outfit with a pair of tackles 
who were immense. Both are big 
rugged boys and will undoubtedly 
carry much of the burden of the de- 
fense. The Cantabs found It much 
more difficult to penetrate the centre 
of Newton’s line than did Arlington 
and Everett may also find it diffi- 
cult. Either Dick Francis or Charlie 
Thompson will start as the Newton 
pivot with the odds in favor of the 
former. Bevan and Rich will start 
as guards with the former replacing 
Bill Conway who is shaking off a se- 
vere cold. 

On the ends Coach Sanborn will 
have Teddy Johnson and Flnberg who 
are steadily improving. Little Eddie 
Grethe who took the field at left end 
against the Cantabs and showed con- 
siderable promise is expected to share 
in turning back Everett on the wings. 

The return of Captain Warren Hus- 
ton to the backfield will strengthen 
the Newton team Immensely. Against 
Cambridge nervousness and uncer- 
tainty was apparent without the pres- 
ence of an experienced directing head. 
Huston, one of the headiest players 
In school football, and a triple threat 
as well should be able to make the 
Newton offence go. His mates in 
the backfield will be York, whose 
play stood out for Newton against 
the Cantnbs. "Red" McCarthy and Mil- 
ler. 

Everett already has state cham- 
pionship aspirations, having won both 
of Its games to date. Its opening vic- 
tory was against Providence Com- 
mercial by a 38 to 0 score. Last Sat- 
urday in the final seconds of play a 
forward pass enabled the Gildea out- 
fit to upset the strong Salem team by 
a 6 to 0 count. Incidentally Everett 
might be rated as but one touch- 
down better than the Newton eleven 
through the fact that Salem defeated 
Cambridge Latin by one touchdown, 
as did Newton while Everett proved 
to be one touchdown better than Sa- 
lem. But this sort of calculation 
seldom proves accurate as in a foot- 
ball game anything is apt to happen. 
Last year Newton was by far the un- 
derdog in the Everett game and 
played the Gildea outfit to a stand- 
still only to lose by a 7 to 6 score 
when the mistake of the quarterback 
in calling a trick play a second time 
resulted in an intercepted pass for 
the Everett touchdown. 

Regardless of tomorrow’s score It 
should be one of the best football 
games of the day and one which may 
prove the making of the Newton 
eleven.

Grant Gas 
Station Permit 


(Continued from Page 1) 


Gallagher’s statement about the large 
number of bootleggers at Upper Falls, 
Temperley said he thought he was 
well acquainted with that village, but 
did not know of the prevalence of 
bootleggers there. He remarked that 
he supposed Gallagher spoke with au- 
thority, as one who knows. On a 
voice vote the Board voted to grant 
the permit to the Bachrach Associ- 
ates. 

Having granted the permit for the 
station at 978 Watertown street, the 
Aldermen next considered the peti- 
tion of the Crane Puller Company at 
44 Chestnut street, West Newton. 
This locus is at the big wooden barn 
formerly owned by the late William 
H. Mague and now owned by his es- 
tate. It is leased by the Crane Pul- 
ler Company. At the meeting of the 
aldermen on September 12th a hear- 
ing was held on this petition. It was 
favored by Thomas McEnaney and 
John McEnaney of Highland street, 
West Newton who told the Aldermen 
that they were to start an automo- 
bile service station at the place and 
wanted the gasoline station in con- 
junction with it. Alderman Hawkins 
of the Licenses Committee said that 
there Is a sidewalk pump at 44 Chest- 
nut street, but the permit to use It 
for the public sale of gasoline ex- 
pired several years ago. He stated 
that this pump would be moved back 
10 feet so that cars would not be 
filled on the sidewalk. He did not 
say that on October 7, 1928, the then 
Licenses Committee, of which he wub 
a member, turned clown a petition 
from the Crane Puller Company for 
a permit to sell gasoline from this 
pump, because it has been the policy 
of the Aldermen In Newton for years 
not to grant permits for sidewalk 
pumps. 

Alderman Smith explained why he 
opposed the granting of this peti- 
tion. He said the locus has neither 
the proper width nor depth for a fill- 
ing station. It is located next to a 
blind bridge over the railroad, it is 
at the foot of a steep grade, almost 
opposite the new branch library, near 
one of the most beautiful churches in 
the city, and close by the Peirce 
School, with many small children pass- 
ing by. In short, the locus has about 
every disadvantage and objection that 
a filling station could have. He stated 
that Alderman Farrell showed his 
inconsistency by favoring a permit for 
this station under such conditions, 
while he opposed the permit for the 
other station in n far more suitable 
locus. 

Alderman Farrell gave his reasons 
for favoring the permit for the Chest- 
nut street station. He said that Mr. 
McEnaney. the real petitioner, had 
formerly been employed at the Pan 
Am Station at the corner of Chest- 
nut and Washington streets; had 
built up the business there until an 
average of 800 gallons of gasoline were 
sold daily, and the services of his 
sons needed to assist him. Then, he 
was discharged by the big oil com- 
pany, and his customers suggested 
he start a station of his own. Tho 
only available site is the locus at 44 
Chestnut street. Alderman Harte 
asked if the Planning Board would 
approve of this station. Alderman 
Smith answered that it is in direct 
variance with the ordinance asked 
for by the Planning Board. 

Alderman Bowen inquired if the 
plans of the proposed station allow 
for cars to be driven off the street? 
Alderman Hawkins answered that if 
the pump is moved back 10 feet, cars 
will ho serviced In the driveway. 
President Collins of the Board inter- 
posed to remark that City Clerk 
Grant had informed him that no plans 
had been filed for this proposed sta- 
tion. Alderman Hawkins admitted 
this to be so, and he also admitted 
that the locus for this station Is so 
Hinall that cars would have to be 
backed out, if driven onto the drive- 
way. Alderman Bail asked Hawkins 
if plans are not supposed to be filed 
and the latter admitted this to be so, 
but he stated that as this permit 
would be a renewal, the committee 
did not insist on plans. Alderman 
Bowen said that it should be made 
certain that cars will not be filled 
while on the street or sidewalk, und 
he commented that the location is not 
a desirable one. 

The Board then voted to grant the 
permit, thus breaking a practice of 
yeurH which had refused permits to 
gasoline stations where the locus does 
not permit of proper entrance and exit 
facilities; not grunting until plans 
were filed showing tho location of 
tanks, pumps and driveways, as well 
as other appurtenances.

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REDUCTION OF SERVICE 

The Boston Elevated feels the sting of the whiplash of 
the Public Utilities Commission in its report that major re- 
ductions can be made in the cost of management and opera- 
tion, thereby reducing the deficit at which this company 
operates annually. The El is planning to issue a report within 
a few weeks answering the charges made in the Commission’s 
report, showing where expenses have been cut down six 
million dollars and the working force from 10,000 to about 
7,000 in several years. While naturally everyone is interested 
in keeping public costs at a minimum we do not hesitate to 
state that any reduction in the Elevated service will be viewed 
with disfavor. Many thousands from this vicinity who are 
dependent upon this method of transportation will be affected. 


AND THE POSTOFFICE, ALSO 

Speaking of reduction of service ; the reduction and changes 
in the postoffice department are seriously affecting Newton 
citizens. A few months ago, in Newton and other cities and 
towns on the edge of the Boston Postal district, but not in 
Boston proper, the service was reduced by inaugurating a 
two-trip per day schedule instead of two and a partial trip 
each day. A few weeks ago the afternoon delivery was ad- 
vanced nearly an hour. Both of these changes together have 
slowed up the delivery of mail considerably. Many Newton 
business men find that mail which should reach them earlier 
does not arrive until the following day. Incidentally the col- 
lection of mail after six o’clock in the evening is also often 
delayed through the practice of taking this mail to the South 
Station office for sorting. How long are Newton merchants and 
citizens going to tolerate the present situation?

Rush Hour Fun 

They snv that the Kenmore Square 
extension of the Boylston Street Sub- 
way will reduce the running timo for 
cars. I hope it will also reduce the 
standing time for passengers. Keeping 
on my feet and rocking around, while 
dangling front a strap, is wholesome 
exercise before dinner each evening, 
As long ns this indoor gymnasium 
idea is maintained I wish the Elevated 
might be Induced to add some features 
such as medicine ball. If that was 
done I could vary the evening’s rush 
hour program. 

While clinging to a strap I have 
often caught sight of a friend or ac- 
quaintance sonto distance down the 
car. Now I have to be content to nod 
my greeting. If there was a medicine 
hall handy I could toss it to him and 
then the time would slip by. for the 
other passengers would probably be 
glad to join in. We might choose sides, 
the front end against the rear end. 
The conductor, standing in the center 
would be a perfect referee. He could 
also hold the stakes. If passengers on 
smoking cars of railroad trains indulge 
in whist while traveling from Newton 
to Boston why cannot we patrons of 
the trolley introduce some innocent 
pastime?

Candies, Old and New 

There are candy-eaters and there are 
those who dare not eat it for fear of 
putting on weight. A third group is 
made up of those who nibble now and 
then, saying, “I know I ought not 
to do this, but I can’t resist — it looks 
so delicious.” All in all, children, 
women and men in the United States, 
during 1931, spent more than $20,000,- 

000 in casual candy purchases, accord- 
ing to the State Department of Com- 
merce at Washington. 

I wonder if the public appetite for 
confectionery has grown or whether 
the fancy and spiffy way of doing 
up sweetmeats is responsible for the 
wide increase in sales. Strikes me that 
there has always been something 
tempting in the appearance of candy, 
although the desire for it is largely 
individual. Take old ladies who like 
their molasses peppermints. They still 
exist. I met them long ago and I still 
meet them. Hard candy is their pref- 
erence. It is probably the purest of all, 
with the flavoring generously bestowed 
by the candy-maker. 

Now that we are on the subject of 
flavors, I wonder if tastes differ as 
they did when I stood chin-high to 
the candy case and squandered pen- 
nies to satisfy my longings. Will 
somebody please tell me if they re- 
member when we used to buy a stick 
of striped candy with a tiny hole in 
the center through which you could 
suck the juice of a lemon? Come on 
now, ’fess up. 

Some of the kids in those days 
were keen for anything in which there 
was anise. I loathed it. The thought 
of it makes me want to put my tongue 
out and make faces. I could stand lic- 
orice in small amounts. Occasionally 

1 indulged in a licorice spree and cre- 
ated consternation at home when I 
returned smeared all over. 

Sassafras never aroused my enthus- 
iasm. As I recall, it was necessary 
for me to acquire a taste for it. Check- 
erberry, now known under the more 
dignified name of wintergreen, was, 
and still is, my favorite. There are 
other outstanding flavors but I still 
pn-tVr the plain class old-fashioned 
molasses and in the fancy stuff bitter- 
sweet chocolate. 

Occasionally I run my eye over the 
candies on sale for juvenile custom- 
ers today. I want to see if they still 
have any of those things that appealed 
to me in my boyhood. Most of them 
have disappeared. At least, they are 
not now offered in the same form as 
in bygone days. Jelly beans, I notice, 
are still obtainable, but then I was 
never very strong for them. I fail 
to find things that sell "two for one 
cent” or "one cent apiece.” They 
must be around somewhere, but in 
Newton it seems that the children 
are more flush than in my kid days. 
Everything seems to be five centH — 
that’s the minimum. I remember when 
a cent or two cents was something 
to spend on candy. Now a flve-cont 
coin is the smallest you dare offer 
a child. Progress, I suppose. 

Before setting this matter of candy- 
eating aside I must quote some inter- 
esting statistics supplied by the Fed- 
eral Government and which show that 
in 1931 the sales in the United States 
of five and ten cent package candy 
amounted to more thun. 63,000,000 
pounds and this represents u gain over 
the preceding year. Regardless of my 
failure to find children buying one-eent 
candy, the official statement from 
Washington says “the sulo of penny 
candies is being well maintained.”

The Newton Board of Aldermen at 
its meeting on Monday night showed 
utter disregard for the restrictions 
which have been insisted on by this 
Board and preceding Boards since 
the problem of gasoline filling sta- 
tions arose about 10 years ago. Al- 
though the Newton aldermen cannot 
be accused of having been niggardly 
in granting permits for such stations, 
they have at least shown some meas- 
ure of regard for the rights and safe- 
ty of the public. They have not 
granted a permit for a filling station 
operating a sidewalk pump during the 
past 8 or 10 years. They insisted 
that stations should have sufficient 
area to provide for adequate entrance 
and exit facilities. They have in- 
sisted that plans be filed before a 
permit would be granted — plans show- 
ing the location of pumps, tanks, 
drives and lights. 

But, on Monday night the Aldermen 
voted to grant a permit for a filling 
station at 44 Chestnut street, West 
Newton at a locus absolutely unsult- 
ed for such a business. This location 
is next to a blind bridge over the Bos- 
ton & Albany railroad; it is at the 
foot of a steep grade; it is almost 
opposite the West Newton library 
and near the Peirce School. Four 
years ago the Licenses Committee of 
the Aldermen turned down a peti- 
tion for a filling station at this site. 
And two of the members of the pres- 
ent committee. Alderman Hawkins, 
the chairman, and Alderman Temper- 
ley. were members of that committee 
and cannot help but knowing the 
objections which caused them at that 
time to vote against a station at 44 
Chestnut street. It was admitted on 
Monday night that automobiles would 
have to back out of this station; that 
there is not sufficient space for a 
proper drive. 

The amazing thing in connection 
with the granting of this permit is — 
that it was granted without a plan 
of the proposed station having been 
filed. And this was done by a Li- 
censes Committee and a Board of Al- 
dermen which in past years, even 
within past months, have consistently 
refused to consider the granting of 
permits because proper plans were 
not filed. A committee which com- 
pelled applicants for permits to file 
second and third petitions because , 
proper plans had not been filed. And 
tho chairman of the committee ex- 
plained this apparent laxity on the 
ground that it was a renewal of a 
permit and not a permit for a new I 
station, although he was one of the | 
members of the 1928 committee who j 
had voted against granting a permit 
on this locus. And the committee 1 
and the members of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night let down I 
the bars on gasoline station restric- 
tions in the face of a resolution 
which they hud received from the I 
Planning Board of this city asking ! 
that added restrictions bo placed on 
the granting of permits for gasoline 
filling stations in the Newtons. We 
don’t blame the man who sought this 
permit. Although the peculiar phase 
of this matter is that the permit was 
not issued to him. Neither will it 
revert to the company from whom he 
rents the locus. It becomes the pos- 
session of the owners of tho property. 
The Board of Aldermen of Newton 
can’t bo charged with consistency, or 
with proper regard for the safety and 
convenience of the public or tho fut- 
uro welfare of the city when its mem- 
bers uct as they did last Monday 
night.

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CONTROVERSY OVER CONTRACT 
AWARDS 

(Editor’s Note — We have received 
a letter from Mr. William G. Stark- 
weather of the Starkweather Engin- 
eering Company requesting further 
space on the matter of the recent 
awards of contracts for pumping and 
boiler equipment by the city on which 
Mr. Starkweather charges that his 
company was treated unfairly. Mr. 
Starkweather’s case was made public 
in these columns two weeks ago. Last 
week Water Commissioner Ellis re- 
plied. The letter we have now re- 
ceived is in reply to that of Mr. Ellis. 
As we noted in our editorial column 
last week we are glad to give space 
to any controversial question of pub- 
lic interest. However, it is not our 
policy to prolong such controversy, 
having permitted both parties to state 
their position. Particularly is this 
true when as, in this instance, the 
correspondence is carried on between 
the interested parties with the GRA- 
PHIC as the medium of publicity. Mr. 
Starkweather, perhaps, is entitled to 
a word of rebuttal and is justified, in 
some degree, in his request for furth- 
er space. In brief he charges that 
the award of the pump contract on a 
bid not opened or read publicly and 
that the change of duty guarantees 
without his knowledge or consent was 
made by the Commissioner and 
"countenanced.” He charges the 
transaction as "distinctly discredit- 
able to the City of Newton” and that 
the “excess amount of $7558 would 
have bought several 4 school play- 
grounds, and made other improve- 
ments, which must now be curtailed.” 
In reference to Mr. Ellis’ letter he 
says, “his explanations are so plainly 
apologetic, and contain so many er- 
rors and half truths that he will not 
ask for further space to reply to 
them.” In closing he characterizes 
this pumping plant as “a disgraceful 
example of inefficiency, partiality, and 
waste of the taxpayers’ money.”)

The Newton Board of Aldermen held 
a regular meeting on Monday night. 
All of the members were present ex- 
cept Alderman Gordon. The meeting 
was advertised to start at 7:45 and a 
considerable number of citizens were 
present at that hour. The Board, con- 
sistent with its practice this year, did 
not assemble until 8:18; the delay hav- 
ing been caused by committee meet- 
ings held prior to the regular meet- 
ing. In the meantime the citizens pres- 
ent had to wait. 

The Aldermen gave about the weird- 
est performance thnt has been ex- 
hibited by any Board in the pnst 10 
years, and probably in the year pre- 
ceding. Most of the meeting was 
given to the discussion of several 
petitions for gasoline station permits, 
and the action taken on these peti- 
tions, also the arguments offered in 
connection with them were so incon- 
sistent and nt variance with the prac- 
tice of Boards in years past that it 
filled one with awe, if not admiration. 
The vagaries of the Aldermen on Mon- 
day night in grnnting and refusing 
permits for gasoline stations, are 
printed in other columns under sep- 
arate headings. 

The first matters on the docket 
were hearings on petitions of the 
Edison Company for pole locations 
on various streets. Harry M. Came of 
5 Kelveden Road, Waban, asked that 
a proposed pole on that street be so 
located that it will not be in front of 
his property.

WARNS OF BATTERY FAILURES AMER,CAN LEGION AUXILIARY 


“With the approach of cooler weath- 
er, and the possibility of sharp tem- 
perature drops at most any time,” 
suys Mr. Philip Bram, of 252 Walnut 
street, Newtonville, local Exide Deal- 
er, "car owners should consider the 
condition of their battery. 

“Any battery in reasonably good 
condition,” continued Mr. Brum, “will 
function os long as the weather is 
warm. But let a real cool night come 
ulong and the heavy summer grade 
oil used in most curs stiffens almost 
unbelievably. This throws a heavy 
strain upon the battery when the 
starter is used und often results in 
battery failure. 

“In previous years, right at the start 
of frosty weather, we have been 
culled upon to render emergency but- 
tery service which, in almost ull in- 
stances, could huve been uvolded by 
a timely check-up of the battery’s 
condition. Hurd summer driving 
hears down on a battery und ofttimes 
it needs only u cold snap to take it 
‘for the count.’ 

“For the motorist who wants to 
uvoid delays and sometimes costly re- 
pairs, we suggest that he huve his 
battery inspected regularly and pre- 
vent cold weather battery fuilure.”

BUILDING REPORT 


The report of the Public Buildings 
Department of Newton for the month 
of September shows that 52 permits 
were issued during that month for 
construction and alteration work with 
an estimated cost of $75,505. Sixteen 
permits were issued for private gar- 
ages to cost $6575; 5 permits for sin- 
gle dwellings to cost $20,350, one per- 
mit was for the branch bank build- 
ing of the Newton Trust Company at 
West Newton, estimated to cost $20,- 
000; 27 permits were for alterations 
on buildings. For the first nine 
months of 1932 the number of permits 
totalled 385 and the estimated cost of 
work done under them $922,920. For 
the corresponding period in 1931 the 
permits totalled 702 and the cost $4,- 
243.621; in 1931 there were 811 per- 
mits and the cost was estimated at 
$4,196,573. These comparative figures 
tell why unemployment in the build- 
ing trades has steadily increased.

No More Work For Them 

One hundred employees of the New- 
ton Street Department will be laid 
off when they complete their duties 
tomorrow morning. In compliance 
with Civil Service laws the "senior- 
ity rule” will be followed in laying 
off these employees.

The GRAPHIC received this week 
from Mr. George W. Jackson of 34 
Ballard street, Newton Centre the 
following letter — 

“Editor Newton Graphic:” 

"I found among my papers the in- 
closed report of a committee on the 
school questions in 1802, which may 
be of interest to you. Evidently this 
problem has always been before us.” 

The report, written on foolscap 
paper was inscribed by a good pen- 
man, and it is well preserved. It 
reads as follows — 

Report of a Town Committee made 
November 4, 1802.” 

We the subscribers being a commit- 
tee appointed by the Town of Newton 
to prepare a general plan for the 
regulation of schools, do report as 
follows.— VIZ— 

1. That, whereas the number of 
scholars in some of the District 
Schools is so great as to exceed the 
ability of a Master properly to in- 
struct them all, your committee thinks 
it advisable at some convenient time 
to build another school house; but 
as the present expenses of the Town 
are so very great that we conclude 
they will not immediately agree to 
the building of such a house, it is 
thought best to recommend that on 
any Day in which the Scholars pre- 
sent in any of the schools shall ex- 
ceed sixty, the Master shall be ex- 
cused from teaching all beyond this 
number who shall be unable to spell 
and read words of two syllables. 

2. That, whereas the committee con- 
sider it advisable that due provision 
shall be made for the instruction of 
young children in the first elements 
of common learning, they recommend 
that one-fourth of the money appro- 
priated for schooling be devoted to 
the support of Women Schools. 

3. Your Committee recommend that 
the School Committee be empowered 
to fix Women Schools in such places 
as shall promote general instructiou 
through the Town and that the 
money appropriated for the purpose 
be divided according to their best 
judgment without being confined to 
the present school districts. 

4. Your committee recommends that 
the School Committee act jointly and 
separately in providing Masters and 
Mistresses for the Public Schools. 

5. That it is the opinion of your 
committee that the general diffusion 
of school learning through the town 
requires a more equal proportion of 
money among the respective schools, 
and that a committee be chosen to 
determine the proportion of the dif- 
ferent Districts. 

6. They do also recommend that the 
respective Winter Schools be annu- 
ally and invariably examined twice, 
VIZ — once soon after opening by at 
least one Committee man and one 
Minister, and the last time near the 
close of each School by the School 
Committee and the Ministers at large. 

7. Your committee is of opinion 
that in token of Reverence to the Di- 
vine Author of Religion to impress 
revealed Truth early in the Mind and 
to enable the scholar to read the 
Scriptures with propriety, a portion 
of the Scriptures be read at least 
once daily in the schools by those of 
the First Class. 

8. Your committee recommends that 
the Law of the Commonwealth requir- 
ing of Masters the communication of 
moral instruction to their scholars 
be complied with on the part of the 
Masters. 

9. Your committee recommends that 
all scholars be provided with books 
most essential to instruction; and 
that the School Committee provide 
from time to time at the expense of 
the Town such books for those whose 
parents in their opinion are unable 
to procure them.

Further plans of the Newton Com- 
munity Chest, looking beyond the 
forthcoming campaign in which all 
the operating expenses of all the 
member agencies are to be raised at 
one time, were made public today in 
a statement by Leon B. Rogers, Presi- 
dent of the Chest. Mr. Rogers’ state- 
ment follows: 

“Slncd the formation of the Newton 
Community Chest was announced last 
week, we have received a great many 
inquiries asking for further informa- 
tion as to our work and plans. This 
wide interest is encouraging, and in 
answer to a large number of these 
inquiries I should like particularly at 
this time to set forth in greater detail 
what I consider to be the fundamental 
purpose of the Community Chest. 

"The Community Chest Is not anoth- 
er welfare agency. It is a federation 
of existing agencies, organized in the 
belief that by working together they 
can better serve the interests of the 
whole city. Every one understands 
the meaning of ‘teamwork.’ The chief 
purpose of the Community Chest — and 
that means the common purpose of 
the agencies which make up the Chest 
— is better teamwork in Newton. 

“There has been much valuable co- 
operation among our various welfare 
organizations, both those which deal 
directly with suffering and want and 
those which may be grouped as char- 
acter-building agencies because they 
deal with the problem of building 
sound future citizenship — never a 
more vital problem than now. But if 
much has been done, how much more 
can be done by joining forces for this 
very purpose. This, I believe, is the 
great opportunity before the Commu- 
nity Chest. It will be a focal point, a 
clearing house, a co-ordinator, and a 
source of practical help in enabling 
Newton’s welfare agencies to do what 
every one of them wants to see done: 
namely, the rendering of relief and 
human service for the greatest pos- 
sible good of the greatest possible 
number.

IEWTON ELEVEN 
IMPROVING FAST AS 
SEASON PROGRESSES 


NEWTON OUTPLAYS 
EVERETT IN TIE 
GAME— NO SCORE 


One-third of the Newton high school 
football season has come and gone 
and the Newton team has shown vast 
Improvement over Its first game 
against Arlington. That game saw the 
orange and black victims of a 19 to 
0 defeat from one of the best opening 
game teams that have come to Clafiin 
field in several years. It Is still unde- 
feated and untied. In that game Coach 
Sanborn sent but four boys into play 
who had taken part in a school vars- 
ity game before. It was an exception- 
ally green and inexperienced outfit 
and was at the mercy of the smooth 
working Arlington team. 

The following week the Newton 
team journeyed to Cambridge to meet 
the Cambridge Latin eleven in the 
opening game of the Suburban league 
season. In that game Captain Warren 
Huston was kept on the bench to 
give a slightly injured knee a rest 
and this handicapped the Newton of- 
fence tremendously. Without an ex- 
perienced head in tho backfield the 
Newton lads fumbled no less than 
nine times. The work of the line was 
greatly improved over the Arlington 
game, however. This was largely 
through the return of Alexander Kev- 
orkian to his position at tackle. The 
week previously he was out of action 
because of a skin Infection although 
he was in otherwise good physical 
condition. His return bolstered the 
line as did the transfer of Charlie 
Houghton from end to the other tackle 
berth. Houghton, a tall, rangy youth, 
was tried out at end without previous 
experience. Two years ago he played 
at centre for the Huntington school 
eleven and last year was ineligible at 
Newton high on account of changing 
schools. At tackle he has made good 
with a vengeance and with Kevorkian 
and Houghton on hand Coach San- 
born has a pair of tackles that are 
second to none in schoolboy ranks. At 
guards A1 Bevan and Walter Rich are 
developing. Botli give the Newton lino 
plenty of weight with Tom Kincaide 
ready to step in either as a guard or 
tackle. Kincaide is not a fast guard 
hut this problem has been solved by 
playing Kevorkian as offensive guard 
and defensive tuckle with Kincaide 
switching over to tackle when New- 
ton obtains possession of the ball. At 
centre Charlie Thompson and Dick 
Francis are still running a close 
battle, each showing Improvement. 
Thompson has been the starter in 
two of the games and Francis once. 

At the ends several experiments 
have been tried with Eddie Grethe 
taking over Houghton’s position for 
the Cambridge Latin game. He played 
exceptionally well against the Can- 
tabs and saw some action against 
Everett. Finberg, who replaced 
Houghton against Arlington was out 
of action witli a bad knee. The Ever- 
ett game, however, uncovered another 
"find” when John Weldon, a substi- 
tute tackle, was given a chance at 
end. This lad, who weighs In the 
neighborhood of 175 pounds, was a 
thorn in Everett’s side. Before many 
more games arc played he should get 
sufficient experience and polish to 
make him even more valuable. Teddy 
Johnson, meanwhile continues to hold 
down the other end berth. 

In the backfield Huston, York, Mc- 
Carthy and Miller seem to be tho 
best available quartet at present with 
Johnny Waters In the hospital and 
Bob Whitney nursing a bud knoe. 
York has a wrist which Is giving him 
a little trouble and Coach Sanborn j 
will probably give him a rest against 
Quincy and send a lad named Forbes 
into the backfield with the other trio. 
Frank McCarthy and Louis Miller, 
while still Inexperienced are showing 
improvement and will give the Now- 
ton mentor a well-rounded backfield. 

Tomorrow Newton faces Quincy at 
Dickinson Stadium and on its show- 
ing against Everett is installed the 
favorite. The scoreless tie last Satur- 
day was virtually a "moral” victory 
for tho orange and black and should 
servo aB the tonic necessary to make 
a successful season out of what open- 
ed quite dismally. 

Coach Sanborn made the last cut 
In tho varsity squad this week send- 
ing a number of lads down to tho In- 
termediate varsity and retaining 
forty players. Ho brought up John 
Kulesca, u back, from tho interme- 
diates to tho varsity In order to give 
him three complete seta of backs.

Newton outrushed Everett, six first 
downs to two and had two other good 
chances to score, hut could not pro- 
duce the necessary punch. In the sec- 
ond period Captain Warren Huston 
tossed a pretty pass to York for a 14- 
yard gain to the Everett 17-yard line. 
Another pass, Huston to Weldon, car- 
ried the ball to the 10-yard stripe, but 
in the next three plays the orange and 
black line gained but two yards and 
lost the ball on downs on the eight- 
yard line. In the final minutes of 
the game Newton threatened again, 
carrying to the eight-yard line before 
being halted. On fourth down Huston 
tried a field goal, standing almost on 
his twenty-yard stripe. The ball had 
height and distance, carrying the 30 
yards easily, but was wide. 

Everett reached Newton’s 10-yard 
line twice, but was set hack each time. 
Early in the game Newton fumbled 
with Everett recovering on the New- 
ton 38-yard line. A pass from Joe 
Sclnverdt to Pin I was good for 20 
yards to the 18-yard line, but on the 
next play York was on hand to inter- 
cept the ball and halt the home team. 

Later York gathered in an Everett 
kick and ran it back a good distance 
but Newton had been guilty of clip- 
ping and it was Everett’s ball, deep in 
Newton territory. Everett threatened 
but the Newton line stiffened to meet 
the charge and in three plays tossed 
the Everett team back seven yards. 

The brilliant play of Alexander Ke- 
vorkian and Charlie Houghton at the 
two tackle positions as well as that of 
A1 Bevan at guard stood out on the 
Newton defense. Captain Huston and 
York shone on the offense. After the 
game Coach Gildea of Everett char- 
acterized Huston as the best school- 
boy player he has ever seen and pre- 
sented him with the football which 
was used in the game.

Some of these are to be found only 
in hospitals much larger than the 
Newton and they have made possible 
treatment in active emergencies in our 
own hospital which would otherwise 
have necessitated sending patients 
to the larger institutions. These in- 
clude apparatus for extreme cases of 
pneumonia as well as for infantile 
paralysis. 


Every morning pupils who would 
benefit by a mid-morning lunch be- 
cause of underweight or fatigue are 
afforded a ten minute period for such 
use. The lunch consists of milk or 
cocoa and crackers. Some needy 
children are provided free milk from 
Red Cross funds. Pupils enjoy the 
few minutes of relaxation and im- 
proved gains in weight have been 
shown in many cases.

GOV. ANDREW ASSO. ANNUAL 
MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Gov- 
ernor John A. Andrew Home Associa- 
tion will be held at the G. A. R. Head- 
quarters, Room 27, State House, Bos- 
ton, on Monday, October 17 at 2:30. 
Reports for the year will be read and 
officers for the coming year will be 
elected. 


On the first of August the Red 
Cross cotton distribution office in 
Washington began to function with 
smooth and gratifying exactness. 
About 20,006,000 yards of cotton cloth 
have been distributed to about 1600 
Red Cross Chapters. This yardage re- 
presents the products of 31 mills in 
seven states. 

The Newton Chapter of the Red 
Cross has received its share of this 
cloth — 9800 yds. The Production 
Committee of the Chapter, under the 
Chairmanship of Mrs. George M. 
Angler of Waban, is converting this 
cloth into garments. These garments 
will be delivered, when completed, 
to the Welfare Bureau of Newton for 
distribution among the needy of the 
City. 

This cotton has been placed In the 
hands of the Red Cross by Congress 
for distribution among the sufferers 
of the present depression situation. 
The Red Cross will bear the entire 
administrative expense in this con- 
nection and will arrange throughout 
the country for the conversion of the 
cloth into sewing. It will be the Red 
Cross’ greatest “Sewing Bee” since 
the War. 

The Red Cross in its selection of 
material has specified a wide divers- 
ity of stripes, prints, flowers, colors, 
checks and dots so that the garments 
to be mude will not be uniformly in 
one style, color, or design. New pat- 
terns will be used and particular at- 
tention will be given to obtaining 
variety in the women’s and children’s 
clothing. 

The Newton Chapter of the Red 
Cross has distributed in Newton 
through the Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee. Newton Welfare Bureau, Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare and Soldiers 
and Sailors’ Relief 5 carloads of 
flour. This flour has been given by 
Congress to the Red Cross for distri- 
bution. The administrative costs of 
handling the wheat are borne entire- 
ly by the Red Cross.

The other day 
we observed a Juvenile traffic officer 
signalling automobiles to stop by fac- 
ing the side of the street and holding 
his arms horizontally In the direction 
of approaching cars. 


The reservation along Common- 
wealth avenue, recently graded and 
seeded at considerable expense, has 
had signs on it telling persons not 
to cross the freshly seeded ground. 
The other afternoon we observed a 
boy alight from one of the busses 
bringing pupils from the Newton 
High School deliberately ignore the 
signs and walk across the reservation 
near Central street, Auburndale.

The 
responsibility for collisions occurring 
there should be determined by the po- 
lice and the offenders brought into 
court. 


The police of Wellesley have started 
to prosecute persons who ride bicycles 
in that town after dark without car- 
rying a light, as the law provides.

If you crave a narrow escape from 
death or serious Injury just try to 
make a left turn onto Washington 
street from a side street during the 
heavy traffic periods of the day or 
night. With many autoists operating 
cars along Washington street at 
speeds of 40 miles an hour and more, 
and refusing to slow' dow'n when they 
see a car emerging from a side street, 
it is a hazardous task for anyone to 
drive onto this speedway. 


How* would you like to be an unem- 
ployed man with a wife and several 
children to support and get relief 
by slaving for a contractor on a pub- 
lic work at the munificent wage of 
30 cents per hour?

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When I began to think of the candi- 
dates and their expenses I naturally 
urned to the law to see how much this 
or that candidate could l.~ve spent 
had he had it or had he been obliged 
to loosen up. A candidate for Gov- 
ernor may spend $5000 in the pri- 
maries and $10,000 In the election 
campaign. So may a candidate for 
United States Senator. A candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of 
State, State Treasurer, State Auditor 
and Attorney General may spend 
$3000 in the primaries and $6,000 in 
the election, while a Congressman 
may spend $3000 to get the nominal 
tlon and $6000 to get elected. A 
State Senator is free to blow $1000 
both In the primaries and election, 
or $2000, while a Representative may 
spend $600 in each campaign if there 
are three In the district, $500 each if 
there are two and $400 each if there 
is only one. Now you see what you 
must be prepared for if you should 
want to serve the people In any of 
these capacities. 

But that Is not all. For those who 
might happen to think the price was 
too Ipw for so high an honor there is 
opportunity for the circulation of 
more coin. You simply get your 
friends together and form a commit- 
tee. This committee may spend their 
own or your money, or both, and in 
unlimited quantities or as long as 
there is dough in the dish. You see 
what an Interesting law it is. They 
call it the “Corrupt Practices in Elec- 
tions” Act, a primary being legally 
and technically a part of an election. 
I don’t understand the application of 
the phrase “corrupt practices” unless 
— well, perhaps I had better not say 
what I have in mind. 

Should you have a committee you 
must make it plain that you are not 
the only candidate for whom the 
committee is working. You, of 
course, may be the sole beneficiary, 
but when the committee is organized 
it was reported to the Secretary of 
State that it is the John J. Soandso 
Committee and has been organized 
“for the purpose of endeavoring to 
bring about the nomination and elec- 
tion of able, conscientious and pro- 
gressive persons of Suchandsucli a 
party to public offices of the Common- 
wealth.” A pretty thought and one 
that covers a multitude of things and 
persons. There is a penalty for violat- 
ing the corrupt practices act. Oue 
who is found guilty shall be declared 
ineligible to vote for three years. 
That doesn’t seem very harsh. Any- 
body foolish enough to be caught vio- 
lating a nice, liberal law as this de- 
serves to be kept away from the polls 
for a little while. Probably they 
would stay away anyway.

Russia’s next generation, now be- 
ing educated under the Soviet Sys- 
tem upon a philosophy that is funda- 
mentally atheistic and thoroughly 
materialistic, will furnish the next 
big world problem in the opinion of 
the Rev. Louis J. Gallagher, S.J., 
President of Boston College. ThiB 
menace must be met, he declared, by 
the determination of American col- 
leges to carry forward their policy of 
liberal education based on sound 
Christian philosophy. 

Fr. Gallagher, speaking at the regu- 
lar weekly meeting of the Newton Ki- 
wanis club in the Charles River Coun- 
try club on Tuesday, pointed out the 
dangers that loom ahead because of 
the extraordinary program of educa- 
tion which has been progressing al- 
most since the beginning of the So- 
viet power in Russia sixteen years 
ago. There are more young people 
today in the schools of this vast North- 
ern nation than ever before and the 
philosophy of that educational sys- 
tem is directly opposite that in Amer- 
ica and the rest of the world. 

“Russia, richest of all the nations 
of the world in natural resources — 
Russia, who held the military control 
of the world from Napoleon’s time 
until the beginning of the World War 
— Russia, who now claims economic 
control of the world, today presents 
the greatest menace of all in her edu- 
cational program,” declared Father 
Gallagher. “Our next generation will 
have to face that menace and the 
American colleges must prepare them 
for it.” 

In beginning his address on the in- 
fluence of American Collegiate life, 
Fr. Gallagher sketched the history of 
higher education in this country from 
Pre-Revolutionary days up to the pres- 
ent time and explained in a most in- 
teresting manner of the increase in 
college curricula. He pointed out that 
there has never been developed in this 
country a standard college or the 
standardization of courses for parti- 
cular degrees, and according to his 
opinion it is “perhaps just as well 
that there isn’t a standard” for inde- 
pendence takes the place of standard- 
ization. There is one characteristic, 
which is common to all American col- 
leges, he said, denominational as well 
as non-denominational, and that he 
described as “a spirit that springs 
from the Constitution of the United 
States, a spirit of which our Flag is 
symbolic.” 

This same spirit, emanating from the 
American colleges, characterizes the 
American public, he said, and may 
be greatly responsible for the calm 
manner in which the men and women 
of this country have taken the de- 
pression. “It is surprising.” said the 
speaker, “how very little violence has 
been created here by the depression. 
Our people have been very calm 
about the whole thing. There was a 
time when people used to study more 
extensively the causes of such trouble, 
but now they seem to be giving more 
careful and calm study to correcting 
the trouble. After all a man overboard 
is not so much concerned about how 
he got into the water as he is about 
how he is going to get out." 

On the subject of economic troubles, 
Father Gallagher expressed the belief 
that the United States is headed to- 
ward prosperity now and the spirit of 
Americans, in his opinion, will bring 
about greater prosperity than ever be- 
fore. It was at this point that he ex- 
plained the dangers that lie ahead 
and in detail, based on personal ex- 
periences in Russia, told of the plans 
which the Soviet government is vigor- 
ously pushing in the vast and popu- 
lous nation of the North. 

Charles A. Mahoney presided at the 
Kiwanis meeting and the speaker 
was introduced by William M. Cahill 
of the Newton Trust company. The 
weekly club prize was won by Chief 
Michael T. Hughes of the Newton 
Police department. The club program 
committee announced that Congress- 
man Robert Luce will be the speaker 
at the November 1st meeting. He will 
be introduced by Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks.

Big Truck Sinks 

In Cave-In Due 
To Heavy Rain 

Necessitates Traffic Detour on 
Walnut Street 


One of those freight-car size trucks 
which are using public highways 
sank through the surface of Walnut 
street, Newtonville yesterday after- 
noon and blocked traffic for several 
hours. The big truck, owned by 
Fletcher Brothers of Medford, driven 
by Russell Fletcher, and loaded with 
groceries, broke through the surface 
between Mill street and Dexter road. 
It went down four feet into the 
ground and made a hole 8 feet wide 
and 13 feet long. John Piantedose, 17, 
of 27 Cook street, Nonantum, a tele- 
graph messenger, who was riding be- 
hind the truck on his bicycle, narrow- 
ly escaped death. He managed to 
leap out of the way as the truck 
settled into the hole, but his bicycle 
was crushed. Street Department em- 
ployees placed wooden horses to de- 
tour traffic from Walnut street and 
several policemen were sent to the 
scene. 

Carl Smith of Goffstown, New 
Hampshire, while detouring onto Mill 
street, hit the traffic signal at the 
corner of Walnut street and demol- 
ished It. Trucks of the Street De- 
partment carried the groceries from 
the big moored truck to the Crafts 
street yard. The load on the truck 
was weighed there by Inspector King 
of the Newton police department and 
Edward Cannon, superintendent of 
the Sewer Division. It was found to 
weigh 9 tons, and a charge of over- 
loading may be brought against the 
driver of the truck. A power shovel 
and crane owned by the Street De- 
partment extricated the truck from 
the hole.

Newton Hospital 
Establishes New 
Medical Service 

Accepts Junior Interns From 
Tufts Medical College 


Friends of the Newton Hospital will 
be pleased to learn of that institu- 
tion’s participation in the Tufts Col- 
lege Medical School Junior Intern 
Service. 

Several years ago under the able 
leadership of Dean Rushmore, a small 
group of senior medical students at 
Tufts were sent to various suburban 
hospitals to receive a part of their 
instruction in medicine and surgery. 
In the old days medical education 
was largely a matter of apprentice- 
ship, — an untrained lad the appren- 
tice, a general practitioner his instruc- 
tor or preceptor. Dean Rushmore felt 
that the best way to teach a student 
to be a general practitioner was to 
have him study under one. Carry- 
ing on the work of Dr. Rushmore, 
Dean Stearns has enlarged the field, 
adding more hospitals and sending his 
entire fourth year class out into the 
fields of the general practitioner. 

Each of the eighteen hospitals now 
affiliated with Tufts for Junior In- 
tern Service has its preceptor, a mem- 
ber of the staff, whose duty it is to 
supervise and instruct the assigned 
students. The Newton Hospital has 
eight students from Tufts during the. 
school year, each for a period of two 
months. The students have as their 
preceptor, Dr. George L. West, dean 
of the staff, who ns a teacher and 
leader is a constant inspiration to all 
who come in contact with him. 

Fortunate, indeed, is the Newton 
Hospital in having this contact with 
the teaching side of medicine, and 
fortunate the community in having 
for its doctors a group of men who 
are so eager to learn and to pass 
their knowledge on to others, a really 
great service.

New City Job Is 
Created by Mayor 
And Aldermen 

Money Appropriated for Assis- 
tant Comptroller 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night a recom- 
mendation was received from Mayor 
Weeks asking that $400 be appropri- 
ated to provide for two months sal- 
ary for an Assistant Comptroller of 
Accounts. The regular meeting of 
the Board had Just adjourned when 
President Collins was informed that 
the Mayor had a very important rec- 
ommendation to present to the Al- 
dermen on which he desired imme- 
diate action. After a conference with 
Mayor Weeks, Alderman Bail, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee told 
the Board, which was called to or- 
der for this purpose, that the Mayor 
desired this new official to be on 
the job when the newly organized sys- 
tem will be put in operation at the 
new City Hall. Mr. Bail said that 
the salary of the new office has been 
placed at $200 per month and that 
the Civil Service Commission will be 
asked to certify names from which an 
appointment will be made. If a suit- 
able person is not obtained through 
the Civil Service Commission, the 
Legislature will be asked to pass spe- 
cial Legislation which will enable 
someone to be appointed to this job. 
The office will be filled by a man who 
can pass the Civil Service test in ac- 
countancy. 

Some months ago the Board of Al- 
dermen, at the request of Mayor 
Weeks appropriated $5500 for survey 
and supervision by Stone & Webster 
of Boston in connection with the es- 
tablishment of a Division of Billing 
and Typing at city hall. This survey 
was made by Allan Duff of Newton- 
ville, who will assist in the installa- 
tion of this now division by making 
recommendations until it is function- 
ing regularly. This division will be 
part of the Accounting Department 
and under the direction of the Comp- 
troller of Accounts. Clerks from va- 
rious departments at City Hall will 
be transferred to the new division. 
They will do the billing and steno- 
graphic work for all the departments. 
Data of costs of work by the Street, 
Water and other departments will be 
obtained by clerks in those offices, 
but the hills will be made out by 
the Accounting Department. When a 
department head needs any typing to 
be done or dictation taken, he must 
obtain a stenographer or typist from 
the new division. It is supposed that 
this innovation w 1 save the city con- 
siderable by eliminating extra clerical 
help. 


Registered Voters 
In Newton Now 
Number 32,102 

Increase of 2,134 Over Regis- 
tration for 1928 

A rush of 1080 citizens to City Hall 
on Wednesday to register as voters 
brought the total registration in this 
city to 32,102; the largest number in 
the history of Newton. In 192S the to- 
tal was 29,968. Since registration 
started in Newton on July 1st, 5797 
names have been added to the lists. 
Over 100 ubsentee ballots will be cast 
at the coming election if all the ap- 
plications filled out will be taken ad- 
vantage or. Some of these ballots will 
be cast by Newton citizens travelling, 
or residing in Europe. 


To Spend $3000 
For Dedication 
Of^City Hall 

Aldermen Appropriate This 
Sum for Dedication Nov. 11 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aidarmen on Monday night an appro- 
priation of $3000 was made, on rec- 
ommendation of Mayor Weeks to de- 
fray the cost of the dedication cere- 
monies at the new City Hall and War 
Memorial on November 11. Referring 
to this appropriation, Alderman Bail, 
chairman of the Finance Committee of 
the Aldermen said that at the dedica- 
tion of these buildings It seems prop- 
er to hold fitting exercises, but, be- 
cause of the hard times money will 
not be spent lavishly on the affair. 
He stated that the committee in 
charge of this event has arranged an 
extensive program, and the American 
Legion has raised some money to help 
in defraying the expenses, and he 
commented that $3000 is not an ex- 
orbitant amount for the city to spend. 
This amount, he continued, will pay 
for the invitations which are being 
sent out for the occasion, the cost of 
transporting military bodies that are 
to participate, providing of seats for 
the several thousands of spectators 
expected, lunches for invited guests 
and speakers, badges and policing of 
the grounds. There was no opposition 
to the appropriation on the part of 
any Alderman. 

At the same meeting the Aldermen 
appropriated an additional $9452.21 for 
further work at the City Hall and 
War Memorial. Referring to an appro- 
priation of $15,000 made some months 
ago, as a supplementary appropria- 
tion for the cost of the structure. Mr. 
Bail explained that out of this amount 
the salaries of three inspectors at 
the buildings had to be paid. 

The Aldermen also voted to author- 
ize expenditure of $1446.28, a balance 
on hand from the Soldiers’ Bonus 
Fund returned to the city by the Com- 
monwealth, for furnishing the War 
Memorial. Much of this sura will be 
used to defray the cost of a memorial 
book composed of metal plates which 
will contain photographs and names 
of Newton soldiers who lost their 
lives in the service of their country.

The following details of the dedi- 
cation ceremonies of the new City Hall 
and War Memorial Building on Armis- 
tice Day, November 11th, have been 
announced by the Mayor’s office. 

Plans for the dedication, tentative- 
ly arranged by a large number of Com- 
mittees working under the direction 
of Mayor Weeks, provide for : 1 — The 
parade; 2 — The dedication, and 3 — 
The Veteran activities, which include 
a Sousa Memorial Band and Drum 
Corps competition in the afternoon 
and a Military Ball in the evening. 

General Daniel Needham of New- 
ton, who will be Chief of Staff, is 
in charge of the parade plans. It is 
expected that 5,000 uniformed march- 
ers will take part and that the forma- 
tion will take place in Washington 
street, Newton, near the Fire Sta- 
tion. and in the streets leading off 
Washington street. The procession 
will be along Washington street to 
Newtonville Square, through Walnut 
street to Commonwealth avenue, 
where the parade will rest at about 
10.50, just east of the reviewing stand. 

Exactly at 11:00 o’clock the aerial 
manoeuvres having been concluded. — 
and it is expected that, in addition to 
the airplanes from the Boston and 
Springfield Airports, there will be a 
bombing squadron from Mineola. L. I. 
— a battery of artillery located in the 
circle in front of the War Memorial 
will fire a 21-gun salute, a selected 
band will play the Star Spangled Ban- 
ner, and the flags will be run up on 
the staffs in front of the building. 
Actually, this will be the dedication. 

Then the parade will proceed. It 
will file past grandstands erected on 
the reservations (these stands are now 
located on the High School ‘football 
field and will be taken down and trans- 
ported to Commonwealth ave. the day 
before the exercises) the parade will 
also pass the reviewing stand, which 

ill be located opposite the grand- 
stands, and on which will be located 
about 100 officials and guests. Military 
units such as the members of the 
regular Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps, and visiting band and drum 
corps will turn right in Lowell ave- 
nue and mareh to Claflin field. Veteran 
organizations, which includfe the 
American Legion, Spanish War Vet- 
erans. auxiliaries, etc., will turn left 
and march to seats which will be 
placed in the circular drive in front 
of the hall, the parking space on the 
Homer street side, and the driveway 
in front of the municipal building. 
When the parade has passed, the of- 
ficials and invited guests will leave 
the reviewing stand and a special 
section of the grandstand and will 
take their places in Memorial .Hall, 
and in the Aldermanic Chamber. The 
general public will have the seats va- 
cated in the grandstand and the others 
not occupied formerly by the guests. It 
is expected that about 6.000 seats will 
he provided, half that number for the 
non-ticket holding public. The grounds 
will be roped off. and policed. Loud 
speaking apparatus will be placed on 
the outside of the building so that 
all outside as well as inside will be 
able to hear the program to follow. 

The master of ceremonies to be se- 
lected. furnished by one of the radio 
broadcasting systems, which will also 
put tin- program “on the air.’, will 
introduce the first speaker, ana will 
tell those outside just what is going 
on inside. The speakers will include 
Mayor Weeks for the city. Governor 
Ely for the State: General Harbord 
for the Army: and United States Sen- 
ator Moses for the National Govern- 
ment. In addition, there will be pray- 
ers before and after the general speak- 
ing. by the Presidents of two Newton 
Colleges — Boston College and Andover 
Newton Theological Seminary. It is 
expected that the speaking program 
will terminate about one o’clock* 
While the -peaking program is in 
progress, the military organizations

which will have marched to Claflin 
Field, will be fed in the Newton High 
School Cafeteria, after which they will 
be assigned to positions in the Stadi- 
um. That place also will be roped off 
and policed.

NEWTON DEFEATS 
QUINCY HIGH 25-0; 
SCORE EVERY PERIOD 

Newton high defeated Quincy high 
it the Dickinson Memorial Stadium 
In Newtonville last Saturday. 26 to 0, 
scoring one touchdown In each period, 
With the first period three-quarters 
over Captain Warren Huston tossed a 
pass to Palmer York whose forty- 
yard run ended on the four-yard line 
when he was forced outside by Pease 
and Dahlquist. Quincy backs. Quincy 
put up a stubborn defense, but 
the fourth down “Red” McCarthy 
plunged over for the first score. Early 
in the second period McCarthy inter- 
cepted a Quincy pass to give Newton 
the ball near the Newton 40-yard 
stripe. A mixed passing and rushing 
game for three first downs put New- 
ton on Quincy’s five-yard stripe. The 
rushing game was stopped by the 
Quincy defense and it took a short 
pass from Huston to York to put the 
Ball over on fourth down. On the 
fourth play after the kickoff which 
opened the second half a “perfect’ 
play brought the third score. Huston 
hnd returned the kickoff 18 yards 
to the Newton 38 and three line plays 
had netted nine and a half yards. 
Huston took the ball on an off-tackle 
slant and straight-armed the only man 
who had a chance at him as he 
crossed the line of scrimmage as 
his interference made a big hole for 
him. Once in the Quincy backfield 
he cut back, eluded the secondary 
defense with the aid of the remainder 
of his interference, and had a clear 
field for a touchdown. It was a 63- 
vard run. The fourth touchdown was 
the result of a 40-yard run by York 
who intercepted a Quincy pass on 
the run and as his mates quickly 
blocked off the nearest Quincy play- 
ers he was unmolested as he sped to 
the goal. Only one of the four tries 
for the point after touchdown was 
successful. On the first try Huston’s 
kick was low. He made good on his 
second uttempt. On the third, York, 
who made the attempt as Huston 
was regaining hio breath after his Ion/ 
run, found his kick blocked by Quincy 
linemen. The fourth attempt was a 
pass from Flagg to Drowne which was 
completed but Drowne stepped out- 
side the field on the 1-yard line as he 
aught the ball and the point could 
not he allowed. 

While the score was one-sided it 
does not indicate a true comparison of 
the ability of the two teams. Newton 
had possession of the ball but twice 
in the first period. The first time came 
after Quincy had advanced the ball 
to the Newton 40-yard line after re- 
ceiving the kickoff and lost the ball on 
downs. The visitors immediately took 
possession of the oval again when 
Dahlquist intercepted Huston’s pass 
to York. The second time came when 
Dahlquist fumbled when tackled after 
receiving a pass and Louis Miller fell 
on it on Quincy’s 45-yard stripe. An 
incomplete pass and a line play by 
Huston preceded the pass to York 
which led to the first Newton score 
as described. Early in the second 
period Newton got possession of the 
ball again when McCarthy intercept- 
ed a Quincy pass. The orange and 
black then marched 58 yards for its 
second tally. This march opened with 
a pass from Huston to York for a 27 
yard gain with York gathering in 
the ball on a pretty one-handed scoop. 
Kulesea blocked out a Quincy tackier 
to start York on his way. Huston 
next tossed a pass to Finberg who 
had a clear field ahead, but the pass 
was just beyond the reach of the New- 
ton end.

Newton, on the other hand, has lost 
one. tiod one and won two of its four 
games. Smarting under the IS to 0 de- 
feat from Arlington the Newton out- 
fit turned back Cambridge Latin 6 to 
to open the Suburban league sea- 
son. Journeying to Everett the orange 
and black rose in its might to out- 
play the heavily favored Gildea team 
and come home with a scoreless tie.

pox 1. While some youngsters in tho 
city may have had "swelled heads” 
last month, none of them had swollen 
jaws; at least from mumps. No case 
of that disease was reported.

The meeting was 
called to order at 8 o’clock and at 
8:27 a recess was taken to allow the 
finance Committee and Claims & 
Rules Committee to hold meetings. 
The meeting was again called to order 
at 9:11 and adjourned at 9:32. Then, 
as the Aldermen started to leave the 
hall, someone informed President Col- 
lins that Mayor Weeks, who was in 
the executive office, desired to con- 
fer with the Finance Committee on 
very important matter, and also 
desired the Board to take immediate 
action on it. So, the Board having 
adjourned, informally lingered In the 
hall until the committee had con- 
fererd with the Mayor and returned at 
9:53. Then, the Board started a sup- 
plementary meeting which lasted three 
minutes. The important matter which 
the Mayor desired action on was the 
appropriation of $400 for the salary of 
an Assistant Comptroller, and by mak- 
ing this appropriation to provide for 
two months’ salary, the Aldermen 
followed the Mayor's lead in creat- 
ing a new office at City Hall. 

The first matter to come before the 
Aldermen at the first half of the 
meeting was a hearing called on the 
petition of the Edison Company for 
pole locations on Lowell avenue and 
Chestnut street. No one appeared to 
oppose the petition. The next item on 
the docket was a hearing on the peti- 
tion of J. V. Monaghan’s Sons for a 
permit to increase the gasoline stor- 
age capacity at 5 Auburn street. West 
Newton, by installing an additional 
1,000 gallon tank there with a pump 
attached. As has been the case in 
past years when the numerous peti- 
tions of the Monaghans for gasoline 
permits on this corner of Washington 
and Auburn streets, as well as on the 
opposite corner, James J. Deffely of 
7 Auburn street, was present to pro- 
test Mr. Deffley called attention to 
the fact that the gasoline permit now 
possessed by the Monaghans at the 
locus specified is for private use only. 
Deffely stated that the permit now in 
force is ample to provide for the pri- 
vate needs of the Monaghans, and 
that if additional tank and pumps are 
allowed, they will be for the purpose 
of selling gasoline. 

The last hearing announced was on 
a petition for a drain and sewer in 
Manor House road, Ward 6. This street 
with the high-toned name is between 
Morton street and Ashton avenue, 
Newton Centre. 

The next business before the Aider- 
men was the drawing of jurors for 
service at sessions of the Middlesex 
Superior Court at Cambridge next 
month. Names drawn, the owners of 
which must serve at the criminal ses- 
sions were — Horace W. Orr. 258 Mill 
street; Mark L. Ball. 130 Dickerman 
Road: Leo F. Sullivan, 35 Cypress 
street; David F. Hill, 46 Bemis street; 
L. C. Kepner, 76 Hyde avenue. Those 
drawn to serve as jurors at the civil 
sessions are — Philip M. Horne, 9 
Barnes Road; Winslow E. Acker, 69 
Eliot street; James O’Connor, 21 Hill- 
side rd.. Carl H. Gove, 66 Alban road. 

The License Committee recom- 
mended the granting of the follow- 
ing petitions — James Sawyer, permit 
to use the building on Rumford ave- 
nue at corner of Lexington street, 
West Newton, for a garage repair 
shop; Edison Company, pole locations 
Cook street and Neshobe Road; 
Nellie Baldwin, permit to erect a 3- 
car garage at 110 Middlesex road; 

A. C. Spechy, permit for a greenhouse 
at 62 Bourne street; Boston Garden 
Company, permit for a display booth 
at 565 Chestnut street; Community 
Service Stations, permit to install 
three 10,000 gallon tanks at 79 Need- 
ham street and to store and sell fuel 
oil therein and therefrom. 

Alderman Bail asked that a separate 
vote be tak<ju on the petition of the 
Community Service Stations. He was 
curious to know who the owners of 
this company are. Alderman Hawkins, 
couldn’t give Mr. Bail the informa- 
tion desired, but referred him to 
chairman of the Licenses committee 
Alderman Farrell of the Licenses Com- 
mittee, who is in the gasoline und oil 
business. Mr. Farrell said that the 
owners of this company are Paul 
Strung of Brighton und George Riley 
of Needham. Mr. Farrell went into a 
detuiled explanation regarding trans- 
portation problems on gasoline and 
fuel oil and said thut with diminished 
profits it is essential that persons 
dealing in these commodities save on 
freight costB. He said that the Com- 
munity Service Stations had pur- 
chased lund off Needham street, Up- 
per Falls about a yeur ago und had 
been getting oil there in tank cars. 
The New Haven railroad company 
hud ruised tho rutes so the company 
in common with the Highland Oil Com- 
uuny, which ulso bus a locus nearby, 
has been trucking its oil over the 
highwuys by tuuk trucks and trailers. 
To avoid a tax cuused by trucking oil 
from Rhode Islund and because the 
railroad is to lower freight rutes, the 
Community Service Stations now de- 
sire to install the lurge tanks so 
that it cun uguin obtain its oil via 


railroad tank carp. Mr Farrell said 
that Fire Chief Randlett favors the 
permit as It will mean the discon- 
tinuance of a dump where many fires 
have occurred in recent years. 

Alderman Ball inquired if the 
locus is near that of the Highland 
Oil Company, nnd if the company will 
only wholesale the oil? He received 
affirmative answers. Alderman Temp- 
erley favored the granting of the per- 
mit. He said that according to talk, 
common in Newton Highlands, a cer- 
tain company is and liaH been trucking 
fuel oil to a residential zone location 
in that district and then retailing it 
about the city without having a per- 
mit to engage in such a business. The 
Board voted unanimously to grant the 
permit. At this time the first half 
of the meeting ended to enable the 
Finance Committee and the Claims 
Committee to hold meetings. 

When the Board reconvened at 9:11 
the following appropriations were 
made — additional appropriation for 
City Hall and War Memorial, $9462.21; 
for War Memorial building $1446.28 
(this being the balance remaining on 
the War Bonus Fund); Public Build- 
ings Department, rent and light, $74.- 
65; Water Department, main in Manor 
House Road, $1400: Street Depart- 
ment, sewer in Margaret Road, $800; 
pension for Capt. Benjamin Tripp, re- 
tired from the Fire Department. 
$280.29; Executive Department, to de- 
fray expenses of dedication ceremon- 
ies at new City Hall and War Me- 
morial on November 11. 

The License Committee reported 
favorably on the petitions of Mary 
Sweeney for an additional garage at 
389 Washington street, Newton; Har- 
old Morrison for a 500 gallon tank 
to store gasoline for private use at 
16 Lincoln Road, Newton; Sebastian 
Caruso, permit for 3 pool tables at 
1391 Washington street, West Newton. 

President Collins of the Board an- 
nounced that there will be a regular 
meeting of the Aldermen at the City 
Hall on October 31st. It will take on 
the nature of an “Auld Lang Syne” 
affair and it is proposed to invite to 
it all former members of city govern- 
ments of Newton in past years. Mr. 
Collins also announced that it is prob- 
able that the Mayor will call a special 
meeting of the Aldermen on Novem- 
ber 7th.

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AN IMPROVED BALLOT 


The ballot to be used at the coming election on November 
8th will differ from that used in previous national elections. 
The voter does not directly cast his vote for President, but 
votes for a presidential elector. Massachusetts is entitled to 
seventeen electors who meet formally to cast the state’s 
vote for the popular choice, after the official returns are 
tabulated. As there are six presidential tickets this year it 
would have necessitated the printing of 102 names on the 
ballot if the old system had been followed. An act of the 
legislature since the last presidential election has permitted 
the Secretary of State to improve the ballot to the extent 
that, as far as the presidential ticket is concerned, only the 
names of the candidates for president and vice president and 
their political designation will appear. Thus, Newton being 
a Republican stronghold, the majority of Newton voters will 
mark their cross at the right of “HOOVER and CURTIS, 
Republican,” instead of having to hunt though the ballot 
for the group of Republican presidential electors. The change 
not only shortens the ballot apd makes it easier for the 
voter, but will undoubtedly result in saving considerable 
time in counting the votes after the polls close. The im- 
provement is due to the efforts of Sec. of State Frederic W. 
Cook, who is one of the ablest men ever to fill this position.

About Town

The retirement of Captain Ben Tripp 
of Engine 1 removes from the serv- 
ice of the Newton Fire Department 
a man who hns faithfully served for 
over 48 years. Ben Tripp was ap- 
pointed n cnll firemen on old Hose 1 
in 1884, shortly after he came to New- 
ton from his home in Maine. There 
were two permanent firemen at the 
Newton Are house at that time. Frank 
Judkins, engineer of the Hunneman 
steam fire engine, and Frank Harring- 
ton, driver of the engine. The ornate- 
ly decorated old Hunneman hose reel 
was driven by a call fireman. Among 
old timers who then were members 
of Engine 1 and Hose 1 were C. W. 
Boulton. Edward Lyons, John Horri- 
gan, Frank Barrows, Oscar Chick, F. 
D. Graves and Horace Llndley. The 
call firemen received the modest snl- 
ary of $75 per year; and If they 
missed attending fires, fines were im- 
posed on them. During his nearly 
half century of service Mr. Tripp saw 
the Newton Fire Department evolve 
from a call department to a perma- 
nent one, and from horse drawn ap- 
paratus to motors. 


The Newton Board of Aldermen at 
the meeting on Monday night, upon 
recommendation by Mayor Weeks, 
unanimously voted to appropriate 
$3000 to defray the cost of the dedi- 
cation ceremonies at the new City 
Hall and War Memorial Building on 
November 11th. Alderman Ball, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the 
Aldermen, in referring to this appro- 
priation at the meeting, naively re- 
marked that because of the hard 
times, money would not be spent lav- 
ishly on the dedication. Just what 
amount would be considered lavish. 
It would be interesting to know. 

The land where the new City Hall 
and War Memorial have been erected 
cost the taxpayers of Newton $227,- 
582.27. For the erection of the City 
Hall $572,199.76 were appropriated; 
and for the erection of the War 
Memorial $233,347.38. On top of these 
huge sums $52,000 were appropriated 
for fixtures and furnishings in the 
two buildings, plus $12,665.62 for side- 
walks around the site. And in addi- 
tion another $9,452.21 was appropri- 
ated at the meeting on Monday night 
for finishing touches. This makes a 
total of $1,107,247.24 which the tax- 
payers of Newton have paid, or will 
pay for the imposing civic center in 
the geographical centre of the ^:ity. 
We are not criticising the expenditure 
of this vast sum. We could not, con- 
sistently. While we did not vote to 
seize this site for public purposes, 
we were one of the Aldermen who 
voted a couple of years ago to au- 
thorize the construction of the new 
City Hall and War Memorial. In fact, 
the writer was a member of the 
special committee on this project. 
Our purpose in quoting the figures 
given here is to show that the peo- 
ple of Newton have been placed un- 
der a heavy responsibility because of 
the purchase of the land and the 
erection of the buildings thereon. In 
the past couple of years economic con- 
ditions have gone from bad to worse 
and the ability of a large percentage 
of taxpayers to pay taxes has not in- 
creased. So, the action of the City 
Government of Newton in appropriat- 
ing another $3000 for ostentatious 
dedication ceremonies isn’t in lino 
with the program of economy we hear 
so much about, nor will it, we believe, 
receive enthusiastic approval from the 
majority of taxpayers. 


There is another reason why praise 
should not be lavished on the Aider- 
men for this $3000 appropriation. It 
Is hardly necessary to state that in 
Newton are thousands of persons in 
distressed circumstances. Many of 
these are so destitute that they have 
been compelled to seek aid. Many 
more are actually suffering privations 
because they are too proud to ask for 
aid. Charitably inclined persons have 
been contributing to the relief of 
those in distress. The city has had to 
appropriate large sums for relief and 
will have to appropriate much more. 
It is commonly admitted that the com- 
ing winter will witness more poverty 
than the preceding two winters; and 
certainly all too many of our citizens 
have been in need during the past 
two or three years. The $3000 appro- 
priated for elaborate dedication cere- 
monies w r ould go far in procuring 
necessaries of life for the unemployed 
of Newton. Many times this amount 
must be paid by the taxpayers of 
Newton through the Welfare Depart- 
ment during the coming year. With 
times as they are. if the City Gov- 
ernment of Newton has $3000 to spend, 
it should he appropriated for food, 
fuel and shelter for men. women and 
children in this city who are de- 
pendent on private charity and pub- 
lic relief. This is no time for stu- 
pendous display; even in connection 
with a $1,000,000 City Hall and War 
Memorial. This money could he bet- 
ter used in ameliorating the plight of 
Newton’s needy, than in moving grand- 
stands, paying transportation for mili- 
tary organizations, buying badges, pro- 
viding lunches and furnishing a re- 
past for the City Government and 
distinguished guests. 


was asked by the savings hanks and 
insurance companies of this country. 

The highways of this country hnvo 
become "truck roads" over which 
huge motor vehicles, as large as 
freight cars, rumble along to Inter- 
fere with regular automobile traffic. 
Some of these trucks tow trailers 
equally huge, to further jeopardize 
traffic. While the railroad companies 
must pay heavy taxes, accord their 
employees good wages and working 
conditions, and bear the big expenses 
of providing and maintaining their 
railroads and freight yards, the big 
trucks use public highways as their 
routes and obstruct traffic in busi- 
ness sections of cities when they load 
and unload their freight. And the 
competition between them hns become 
so bitter, that frequently the men 
who work on these trucks must work 
too many hours for wages far under 
the scale paid by railroads. Ordinary 
men, not graduates of business 
schools, of universities or statistical 
institutes, not captains of industry, 
not even sergeants of industry, have 
for years realized that what has hap- 
pened in the transportation field, 
would occur. 


When automobile owners of Massa- 
chusetts are heavily taxed for com- 
pulsory liability insurance why should 
the great majority of them have the 
safety of their lives and property 
jeopardized by laxity of State and 
municipal officials in permitting thou- 
sands of uninsured automobiles on 
the public highways? Why, also, 
should pedestrians be maimed and 
killed by irresponsible autoists oper- 
ating uninsured motor vehicles? A 
letter in last week’s GRAPHIC from 
a victim shows the result of this con- 
dition. With thousands of policemen 
being employed by cities and town in 
this Commonwealth, what reason is 
there why they should not co-operate 
with the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
to force off the road automobiles 
which are being illegally operated? 
What reason is there why the owners 
of such automobiles are not punished? 
Insurance on cars la cancelled because 
of non-payment, or because of some 
other reason. The registration plates 
are supposed to be returned. They 
are not. and the cars continue to be 
operated on the highways. The type 
driving such cars, irresponsible and 
Impecunious, run down pedestrians, 
or drive into other cars. The victims 
have no redress. What gluttons for 
punishment are the great American 
people. A little concerted action would 
end the rotten condition that now pre- 
vails.

To the Editor: 

Several months ago Mr. Harry W. 
Ball, alderman-at-large, from Ward 
Five, suggested to a group of New- 
ton Highlands citizens that thought 
he given to who would succeed him 
as he did not Intend to be a candidate 
for reelectlon.

Mr. McKay has never had political 
ambitions, always preferring to work 
for the election of others who quali- 
fied through high-standing and in- 
tegrity. 

He is a graduate of Amherst Col - 1 
lege, class of 1909. His education was t 
obtained partly on borrowed money 
and the aid of a scholarship, but in 
the greater degree by self-help. Al- 
though handicapped by not having 
the full quota of leisure, clue to the 
necessity of working for his expenses, 1 
he participated in college activities, 
being captain of the swimming team, 
manager of the track team, a ’member 
of the dramatics cast, and a member 
of Scarab, the senior honorary socie- 
ty.

Rotary Club 

An explanation of the work and 
aims of the Newton Community Chest 
and the part that Rotarians can take 
in the first annual campaign for the 
Chest featured the regular Rotary 
Club luncheon last Monday at the 
Woodland Golf Club. The tnlk was 
given by Paul F. Bander, campaign 
general chairman, and secretary of 
Newton Community Chest. Inc. 

Mr. Bauder described /he way in 
which the Newton Community Chest 
has been formed through the asso- 
ciation of nearly a dozen social, wel- 
fare and character-building agencies 
of Newton, embracing all eleven vil- 
lages of the city. He told of the 
growth in the United States of the 
Community Chest plan from its be- 
ginnings after the war until it has 
now reached some 400 cities of the 
country, and how the Association of 
Community Chests has been delegated 
by the President of the United States 
to direct and advise fund-raising in 
the present financial emergency. 

Although Worcester, Springfield and 
other Massachusetts cities have for 
several years maintained successful 
Community Chests, he related. New- 
ton is the first community of Greater 
Boston to take up the plan for the 
purpose of co-ordinating its social 
agencies and avoiding a continual se- 
ries of campaigns for a dozen or more 
Individual eleemosynary institutions 
of the city. For this reason, he said, 
the Newton campaign is doubly sig- 
nificant. 

Telling of the plans for the cam- 
paign, he announced that it would 
take place in the latter half of No- 
vember, and that there are to be over 
1,000 workers scattered through every 
part of the city, who will see that 
none of the 15,000 homes in Newton is 
missed, and that every individual will 
have an opportunity to give for the 
whole group of agencies, and not be 
called on again by them for funds 
for a year. 

The Community Chest, he said, had 
resulted in a tremendous increase in 
the number of donors to local chari- 
ties wherever had been employed, 
and also in a greater interest in giv- 
ing for relief and human service. 

A community chest, Mr. Bauder con- 
tinued, is the simplified and ideal way 
to raise money for a variety of so- 
cial welfare agencies with the least 
expense and bother to contributors 
and the greatest assurance that every 
dollar will be spent in the most effi- 
cient and money-saving way possible. 

One thing that should be empha- 
sized. Mr. Bauder said, is that the New- 
ton Community Chest is not primarily 
a collection agency, on the job during 
the campaign, and then dormant till 
time to raise funds again. It is es- 
sentially a service agency for all so- 
cial welfare agencies of Newton 
whether they are members of the 
Chest or not. It will be on the job 
the year ’round serving where it can 
be of service and advise on every sub- 
ject having to do with social welfare. 

Some of this advice, he said, will 
take the form of financial counsel 
through a budget committee made up 
of the following members: William 
D. Baker, chairman. Walter R. An- 
thony, Howard M. Biscoe, Albert M. 
Lyon and Leverett Saltonstall. The 
president of the Newton Community 
Chest is Leon B. Rogers. 

Mr. Bauder closed his talk with an 
appeal to the Rotarians individually to 
plan in the period of the campaign 
to co-operate fully not only by supply- 
ing workers for the team organiza- 
tion. but also in giving as generous- 
ly as possible for the benefit of the 
needy in Newton. 


RED CROSS STARTS FALL 
CLASSES 


With the end of the summer has 
come the closing of the Red Cross 
Life Saving classes and with the fall 
season has come the opening of the 
First Aid Classes and classes in Home 
Hygiene and Care of the Sick which 
will be continued by the Newton 
Chapter of the Red Cross through- 
out the winter. 

Dr. Egon E. Kattwinkel of Auburn- 
dale is the Chapter advisor in con- 
nection with the First Aid work and 
Mrs. A. B. Root. Jr. of Waban is 
Chairman of the Home Hygiene and 
Care of the Sick Committee. Miss 
H. Margaret Norcross has charge of 
the organization and conduct of these 
classes. 

The courses given are of the high- 
est standard and are regulation Red 
Cross courses. 

A person who completes a First 
Aid Course and receives a certificate 
will know how to apply simple band- 
ages, stop bleeding, treat shock and 
give other necessary assistance be- 
tween the time of an accident and 
the arrival of the doctor. Many lives 
have been saved throughout the coun- 
try by the efforts of people who have 
had this simple but effective training 
In First Aid. 

A person who completes a Home 
Hygiene and Care of the Sick Course 
and receives a certificate will know 
how to make a patient comfortable, 
count pulse and respiration, read a 
clinical thermometer, make a sick bed. 
prepare a poultice and will know how 
to do many other things about, the 
home and sick room that will mean 
comfort for the sick person and bet- 
ter home conditions in trying times. 

Last year these classes were well 
attended and it is expected that the 
enrollments will be heavier during 
the coming season.

All this, I found, when seasoned trav- 
elers showed me figures to prove that 
foreign tours are inexpensive and 
that you cun practice economies 
abroud even more successfully than 
at home. 

That the State has finally got 
around to reducing the size of the 
election ballot by at least one page, 
or fold. Instead of printing the names 
of Presidential electors, which con- 
sumed space, only the name of the 
candidates for President and Vice- 
President will appear. The ballot is 
bound to be much simpler, more read- 
ily handled and more rapidly counted. 


Some Know Everything 

These are days they are giving away 
something for nothing. By “they” I 
mean the people who are certain of 
the outcome of the National election. 
Their opinions are distributed free of 
charge. All you have to do is listen. 
Friends, who otherwise make no pre- 
tence at powers of clairvoyance, are 
putting every bit of energy into the 
task of telling "how it’s all coming 
out.” They decline to permit any con 
tradiction. It has made me dizzy. Be- 
ginning with the man who says, “From 
what I hear, etc.” to him who asserts, 
"Now take it from me. etc.” what afe 
we poor, uninitiated and uninformed 
to do. 

Springing from all sorts of unex- 
pected sources come words of proph- 
ecy. “I was at the movies the other 
night’’ says a Republican, “and 
couldn’t help noticing the way the 
audience acted when they showed 
the picture of Roosevelt and A1 Smith. 
No enthusiasm at all. Then they 
showed a picture of Hoover and the 
applause was tremendous. If that 
doesn’t settle it my name is mud.” 

Next you encounter a Democrat who 
says, “I get this straight. Roosevelt 
has made good through the West and 
nothing can stop him. He’ll be the 
next president, you mark my words.” 

Just a slight difference of opinion. 
Well, wait until the next fellow comes 
along. "Say,” he proceeds, "my wife 
has a sister out in Indiana and she 
has written my wife — the letter only 
came yesterday — that all through the 
middle West it’s Hoover. They may be 
hard up and all that sort of thing, but 
they don’t want to change. They’re 
afraid things will be worse.” 

This creates a cloudy condition in 
your brain, hut that is nothing com- 
pared with the fog that arises when 
you hear another man declare, “I 
know a man who has seen the figures 
on this big straw vote they’re tak- 
ing. He tells me that Hoover won’t 
carry 10 states.” 

That having floated away on the 
air there comes this tidbit: “We might 
as well get ready to celebrate now. 
Hoover is going to get the women’s 
vote all through the country. He’s as 
good as re-elected now.” 

From this onward it is still a case 
of see-saw. One man has learned from 
a traveling man that the Whole South 
and West are solid for Roosevelt. An- 
other man has been informed by an 
observing pilgrim that these same sec- 
tions of the country are for Hoover 
and against the repeal of prohibition. 
Then there is the man who has fig- 
ured from the vote four years ago; 
the man who has some “inside infor- 
mation” of "things that are going on 
that you and I don’t know about” and 
the man who Is confident because he 
has faith in the judgment of the 
people. 

To these and all others we are com- 
pelled to listen. Maybe we are led 
into an argument. That is a mistake. 
There’s only one thing to do after 
the prophet has finished. Make sure 
lie has nothing further to add and 
then, as if acknowledging his mental 
superiority, say, "Well, perhaps you’re 
right.”

FALL MEETING. Frumingham's 
etts State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs was indicative of the geuuine 
background of this attractive old co- 
substantlal greeting to the Massachus- 


lonial town. Townsmen expressed their 
pride and interest in the event of the 
coming of nearly 1500 clubwomen of 
Massachusetts by placing along the 
sidewalks the ever-inspiring upright 
American flag. In the dignified and 
beautiful Memorial Building, the 
simple charm of Nevins Auditorium 
was a fitting background to the more 
gala decorations of flowers upon the 
platform. Every officer, chairman, or 
distinguished guest among them, too, 
wore the delightful badge of their po- 
sition, a bouquet that caught and held 
the eye. 

The greetings brought by Mr. Chas. 
A. Potter, chairman of the Selectmen, 
and by Mrs. Burr Jay Merriam, presi- 
dent of tlie Hostess Club, carried for- 
ward in the same substantial spirit 
the welcome of an old New England 
town. This reaction to the opening of 
the Convention on Friday morning, the 
14th, the first meeting over which the 
new State president. Mrs. Frank P. 
Bennett, has presided, — and she looked 
altogether lovely in her costume of 
French blue, with her bouquet of pre- 
vailing pink — is. perhaps, the one 
most keenly felt in recalling the 
events of the day. 

"I was told quite a number of years 
ago by a gentleman in Boston who has 
made a good deal of sthdy of names 
of towns and genealogy," said Mr. 
Potter, "that the name of Framling- 
ham, England, from which our town 
takes its name, was originally Friend- 
lingham. Be that as it may, we want 
you to feel that this is a friendly 
town and that you are among friends 
while you are here.” Then, to prove 
his assertion, he added with a dry 
sense of humor: “We do not want you 
to feel that because we have so many 
policemen on duty around this build- 
ing and in the streets near here that 
we are anticipating any trouble from 
this gathering. It is simply our at- 
tempt to do everything that is human- 
ly possible for your convenience in 
handling traffic and assisting you in 
parking your cars.” This was re- 
warded by the deserved laughter, and 
then he commented upon the town’s 
resources, cultural and spiritual, and 
its history, with interesting informa- 
tion. 

Mrs. Merriam. in her greetings, re- 
vealed the interesting fact that the 
Framingham Woman’s Club had been 
organized four years previous to the 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
1889, and brought out that it has the 
proud history that one of its mem- 
bers figured prominently in the or- 
ganization of the State Federation, 
namely. Miss Ella Fisk, a sister of 
Mrs. E. M. White (who was seated 
upon the platform), who had served as 
director under the administration of 
Julia Ward Howe. 

Mrs. Merriam also pointed out that 
it was in Framingham — at the Plym- 
outh Church, on February 22, 1862 — 
that Julia Ward Howe’s "Battle Hymn 
of tlie Republic” was first sung in 
public. 

At the conclusion of her greetings. 
Mrs. Merriam was presented with a 
large basket of beautiful flowers. 

Mrs. Bennett, in her gracious re- 
sponse to these greetings, took oppor- 
tunity to bring out the fact that Mrs. 
Merriam came from her own home 
district, being a past president of the 
Marblehead Woman’s Club, in which 
district Mrs. Bennett was a director 
at that time. 

The president stated that economy 
and simplicity had been chosen as the 
slogan for this year, asking the clubs 
to take these as their watchword. 
While no club is expected to give up 
its Presidents’ Day. or its entertain- 
ing in fear of overtaxing its budget, 
it is urged that simple refreshments, 
if any: home talent entertainment, 
and no elalwrate flower decorations 
or gifts, be the tribute paid to officers. 

The picture of the attitude of Fram- 
ingham would not be complete, or 
given the appreciation it deserves, if 
it were not added here, that the editor 
of the Framingham News, not only 
placed a headline on the Friday edi- 
tion which was given over to the re- 
port of the day — Framingham Wel- 
comes State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs — but opened his Editorial 
Column in a splendid message of 
greeting und approval. Merchants, too. 
whose excellent stores were visited 
by admiring clubwomen during the 
lunch hour, showed a .friendly and in- 
terested attitude toward these visitors 
quite apart from desire to sell. 

Only the high lights of the day can. 
unfortunately be summed up here. A 
omplete program, as topics and speak- 
ers appeared, was given in this 
Column on October 7th. The speaker 
who quite "stole the show” by his 
force of presentation, his belief in 
his subject, und the information he 
had to impart on n topic of real inter- 
est to every thinking citizen, was Carl 
P. Dennett, of the National Economy 
League — u League with which many 
clubwomen are already affiliated as 
members, and which Mrs. Bennett 
earnestly recommeuded that club- 
women join and assist — who so 
aroused desire to hear more, that the 
president- quite without precedent — 
yielded to the demanding applause, 
and requested the speaker to continue 
beyond his allotted time. Mr. Dennett 
pointed out the injustice of paying 
to a small percentage of the popula- 
tion the billions demanded in bonus, 
which hud been figured to he due in 
1945, with interest accumulated to 
that time. He showed, more, the actu- 
al danger to the country’s financial 
standing, should impulsive and ignor- 
ant leaders in this matter prevuil. 
His information us to government 
costs, und ills statement that the 
turning point of the depression was 
reached lust July, presented three 
obstacles to recovery us political un- 
certainty, unemployment, and taxa- 
tion.

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Cubbing For Younger 

Boys Going Ahead In 
Newton— 6 Packs Formed 


Norumbega Council of Boy Scouts Completes Year's Experi- 
ment — Cubs Hold Palava 


A youngster of nine, ten, or eleven, 
wearing a uniform and cap of blue 
and gold, with a neckerchief of the 
same hues, is seen tearing down the 
street after the close of school. He is 
a Cub, a member of the younger boy 
organization of the Boy Scouts of 
America, which is tho newest branch 
of that organization. For many years, 
there has been Cubbing, called the 
Wolf Cubs, in England and other parts 
of the world, started by the same man 
who created the Boy Scout Program, 
Robert Baden-Powell. The Wolf Cubs 
are based on several of Kipling’s 
books, which are not as oommonly 
read by. the youngsters of this coun- 
try as in F'ngland. 

About three or four years ago, the 
Laura Spellman Rockefeller Founda- 
tion gave a large sum of money to 
the Boy Scouts of America to con- 
duct research Into a younger boy pro- 
gram for that organization, because 
the calls from mothers and fathers 
had been so Insistent. 


are Wolf. Bear and Lion ranks. There 
are minimum requirements for each 
of those ranks and for the boy whose 
interests are keen and activities 
somewhat diversified and for those 
who are faster, each rank has 
Bronze, Gold and Silver "lateral 
spread”, so-called. 

Activities for the minimum ranks 
consist of all sorts of crafts and fea- 
tures which make a strong appeal to 
boys of that age. To secure the 
Bronze. Gold or Silver awards In each 
rank, the activities require more skill 
and more intensive work and study. 
Outdoor work consists of "tramping”, 
picnic suppers of a simple nature 
cooked in the open, and the like, BUT 
Cubs do not go for over-night hikes. 
Great care is taken to keep away 
from major things Scouts do, for the 
purpose of Cubbing is to train for 
better Scouts with an even keener 
edge.

The National Council of the Boy 
Scouts assigned an expert in boy 
psychology as well as one with prac- 
tical experience with boys, and a com- 
petent staff, to build such a program.

More Demands 
To Transport 
School Pupils 

The problem of transportation for 
pupils in the public schools of Newton 
seems to increase rather than de- 
crease as more sections of the city are 
provided with schools, and distances 
to be travelled grow less. Tho 
School Committee has been endeavor- 
ing for some time to find a solution 
to the problem of providing transpor- 
tation for several pupils who reside In 
Oak Hill and who attend the Weeks 
Junior High School. This matter came 
before the committee at its meeting 
on Monday night, and as an added 
attraction came a petition from a citi- 
zen whose children attend the Ward 
School ut Chestnut Hill, that transpor- 
tation he furnished by the city for 
pupils who attend this school and who 
have to cross Commonwealth avenue 
or Beacon street, because of residing 
south of these two thoroughfares. Tho 
committee tabled this request, but took 
recognition of the hazards faced by 
the children in crossing the two 
streets named by voting to request 
that policemen be stationed at the in- 
tersections of Hammond street at Bea- 
con street and Commonwealth avenue 
to protect the pupils. 

In the matter of transportation for 
pupils attending the Weeks School, 
and who reside at Oak Hill, Mrs. 
Cornell of the committee reported 
that conferences have been held with 
the Middlesex & Boston Company re- 
garding the running of special busses 
to carry pupils who attend the High 
School, the Weeks School and the 
Ward School. Mrs. Corhell displayed 
a map showing the routing of such 
busses. She explained that the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Company agrees to 
run the busses provided that the city 
will contract to make up any deficit 
incurred in tho operation of these 
busses. This phase caused the com- 
mittee to refrain from taking immedi- 
ate action. It was voted to instruct 
Supt. of Schools Lund to confer with 
the State Department of Education re- 
garding the city’s responsibility in the 
matter of furnishing free transporta- 
tion for school pupils. It has been the 
practice of the school department of 
Newton to give free transportation to 
children In the lower six grades who 
live two miles or more from the school 
they attend. 

Carl Mullen of Brookline street, 
Oak Hill, told the committee that his 
son, a pupil at the Weeks School, re- 
quires some means of transportation 
on Tuesday and Thursday afternoons, 
because the Mason School has no ses- 
sions at these times, and the bus 
which carries Mason School pupils 
does not run. Ralph King of Brook- 
line street asked similar transporta- 
tion for his daughter, who attends the 
Weeks School. They stated that there 
are seven pupils of the Weeks School 
who live In Oak Hill and who need 
such transportation. Mullen intimated 
that an appeal might be taken to the 
State Department of Education to 
compel the city to provide the asked 
for transportation.

The new city hall will not be oc- 
cupied until October 31st.

He 
is serving his eighth year on the 
Board. Ward Alderman Sproat, who 
is serving his first year, will run 
again. He will have as an opponent 
Edward Vahey of Allison street, No- 
nuntum, a lawyer. Alderman Collins 
of Ward 2, who is President of the 
Board and has been a member of it 
for the past 11 years, will run for re- 
election. So will Donald M. Hill who 
is in his initial year as Ward Aider- 
man. In Ward 3 William F. Chase, 
who has served 3 years on the Board, 
will not be a candidate. Two candi- 
dates are in the field for his position — 
Maynard Hutchinson of Temple 
street, and Alfred Guzzi of Mague 
pluce. Bernard D. Farrell serving his 
first year as Ward Alderman will run 
again. In Ward •* Charles B. Floyd, 
Alderman-at-Large for the past 4 years 
will come out for another term. So 
will Silvanus Smith who has been 
Ward Alderman for the past 4 years. 
Smith will he opposed by Dennis M.

Christmas Seal 
Sale Not Part of 
Community Chest 

The sale of Christmas Seals in 
Newton will be carried on as usual 
later in the fall under a special com- 
mittee from the Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs of Newton. The annual 
drive being a part of a national and 
state project this charitable activity 
is not a member of the newly formed 
Community Chest of Newton. For 21 
years the committee has conducted 
its annual sale of Christmas Seals 
as a part of the battle against tuber- 
culosis. The campaign is carried on 
by mail under the direction of 
chairman and committee for each of 
the villages of Newton. 

After all expenses have been de- 
ducted and returns made to National 
and State Tuberculosis Leagues the 
remainder Is turned over to the New- 
ton Welfare Bureau as an entirely 
separate item. This money is spent 
only under the direction of the Health 
Committee. 


Ward woman demanded that she and 
her followers be permitted to enter 
and proceed to the Mayor's office to 
Interview Mayor Weeks.

He also advised 
the crowd to disperse, as did Chief 
of Police Hughes and James Dempsey, 
the Mayor’s secretary, who advised 
the demonstrators of the Mayor’s 
agreement to meet a committee on 
Wednesday morning. The Ward wo- 
man harangued the crowd and insist- 
ed that the Mayor must grant an 
audience to them without delay. Urg- 
ing the gathering to follow her into 
the Mayor’s office she started to push 
by the police, together with some of 
the demonstrators. The police, headed 
by Chief Hughes and Captain Seaver 
obstructed their passage and at once 
a riot was in progress. A number of 
the mob started to struggle with the 
police and several fist fights ensued. 
The police refrained from using their 
clubs, and soon had the situation un- 
der control. Nine men and two 
women were taken into custody. 
Patrolmen Taffe and McDonough 
seized the Ward woman and she was 
carried struggling to police head- 
quarters.

After the arrests were made, the 
police scattered the crowd and drove 
the demonstrators out of West New- 
ton square. The Ward woman sent 
word to the International Working- 
men’s Defence League in Boston and 
arrangements were made to bail the 
eleven arrested. Some were bailed by 
relatives In this city, and the group 
was released shortly before 6 o’clock 
on Wednesday evening. 

The eleven defendants appeared 
for trial in the Newton court yester- 
day before Judge Bacon. All were 
represented by Attorney S. R. Remar, 
except VIsco, whose lawyer was Solo- 
mon Rondlick. At the latter’s request, 
Visco’s trial was continued until No- 
vember 3rd. Alice Ward was found 
guilty of inciting a riot and sen- 
tenced to serve 6 months in prison. 
She appealed. Judge Bacon com- 
mented that he believed the other de- 
fendants had been misguided and 
gave them suspended sentences In ad- 
dition to fines. Marini. Frank Sal- 
vuccl, Patuto, and Conti were each 
given two months suspended sentences 
for disturbing the peace, and fined 
$10 for loitering; Prola was given a 
suspended sentence of 3 months for 
interfering with an officer; Sullo Pin- 
tabona and Mrs. Pintabona each was 
given a suspended sentence of 3 
months for assaulting the police offi- 
cers, and 2 months for disturbing the 
peace; Gerardo Salvuccl was given a 
suspended sentence of 3 months for 
assault on a police officer, and a sus- 
pended sentence of 1 month for driv- 
ing an automobile so as to endanger 
the public.

NEWTON TO MAKE 
ATTEMPT FOR THIRD 
STRAIGHT VICTORY 

Newton high will be striving for its 
third straight victory of the season 
tomorrow afternoon when Melrose 
High visits Dickinson stadium in the 
first football game in the athletic his- 
tory of the two schools. Last Saturday 
Newton handed Somerville high its 
first defeat of the season, the Dicker- 
man coached outfit having defeated 
Waltham and Cambridge Latin and 
having tied Malden and Medford in its 
lour previous games. Three weeks 
ago Newton tied the veteran Everett 
outfit at Everett. The Gildea coached 
oufit has yet to be defeated, although 
they have also been tied by Lawrence 
High in a nip and tuck battle last 
Saturday. Since the schoolboy foot- 
ball season opened a month ago and 
Newton lost to a strong Arlington 
t'eum which is making a strong bid 
for the state title the local eleven has 
not tasted defeat. Consequently they 
are favored to turn back the invading 
hosts of Melrose. 

The game, however, will not be a 
runaway and the Newton eleven will 
do well to win by a small score. Mel- 
rose gave Malden a close battle two 
weeks ago with the Malden team vic- 
torious by a 13 to 6 score. Previous- 
ly Melrose had lost to Watertown, 12 
to 8. Last week Melrose defeated 
Winthrop 13 to 0. Coach Harold 
Poole whose hockey teams have been 
at the peak among schoolboy sextets, 
is also the coach of the eleven. The 
intense rivalry between Newton and 
Melrose in hockey will be carried over 
into football although this is the first 
time the two schools have met on the 
gridiron. Newton is meeting Melrose 
this year on a one-game agreement 
hut it is possible that football rela- 
tions between the two may continue. 

Melrose has a light team but the 
lack of weight is more than offset by 
the aggressiveness and smartness of 
the outfit.

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OUR COMMUNISTIC DEMONSTRATION 

It was with a feeling of incredulity that the majority of 
Newton citizens heard of the demonstration at City Hall on 
Wednesday morning. Such a thing was probably farthest 
from their thoughts. We are convinced that the demonstration 
does not represent the true feeling of many of those who 
figured in the “riot” with the exception of a few thoughtless 
souls who are to be pitied more than censured. But the 
chief lesson to be learned from the demonstration should 
drive home to every thinking citizen that no community is 
immune from communistic influence. The natural reaction 
in the minds of people everywhere might easily be “if things 
are like that in Newton, the Garden City, with all its wealth, 
what must conditions be elsewhere?” The thinking citizen 
knows that things are NOT as might be conceived. 

The demands made by the leaders of the delegation which 
stormed City Hall are similar in many respects to the teach 
ings of the Communist Party in this country. The planks 
which were enumerated are constantly being set forth in 
propaganda distributed to many youths of this country by 
Communistic organizations. 

We trust that the local demonstration will not only drive 
home to Newton citizens the necessity of guarding against 
such teachings, but will give added impetus to the efforts of 
the newly formed Community Chest. The need for money for 
relief is obvious and essential though it is, it is but temp- 
orary. Such relief can never be put upon a permanent basis 
without having a harmful influence. 

Newton must look to its worthwhile organizations, such as

Among other 
things he suggested that the Civil 
Service laws be modified so that May- 
ors may have more leewray in reduc- 
ing expenses. Mr. Baker was quoted 
in the press as saying that the in- 
sertion of a clause in the Civil Ser- 
vice law which would permit dis- 
charge of employees for just cause 
would help solve this problem. As a 
matter of fact such a clause now ex- 
ists in this law. Section 43 of the 
Civil Service law reads, "every per- 
son holding office or employment In 
the classified service of the common- 
wealth, or of any county, city or town 
thereof, shall hold such office or em- 
ployment and shall not be removed 
therefrom, lowered In rank or com- 
pensation or suspended, or without 
his consent transferred from such 
office or employment to any other, 
except for just cause and for reason 
specifically given him in writing with- 
in 24 hours after such removal, sus- 
pension, transfer, or lowering In rank 
or compensation." 

The Civil Service law may have its 
drawbacks, but it should not be so 
weakened that there will be a rever- 
sion to conditions which existed in 
“the good old days”. 

We do not enthuse in giving too 
much power to persons holding poli- 
tical office in the matter of removing 
civil service employees. As one who 
for many years was a civil service em- 
ployee, we have first hand knowledge 
of the workings of this system. We 
would rather see some incompetent 
retained now and then, than have the 
law changed assumedly to permit the 
easier removal of incompetents, but, 
with the result that more of this type 
would be able to squirm into public 
service. We know, from our contact 
with Mr. Baker that he is sincere in 
his views, but we believe that there 
are all too many politicians who 
would take advantage of power to re- 
move alleged incompetent employees, 
just to make room for some Ward 
healer or sycophant who would crawl 
into a public job for the purpose of 
giving the least amount of service for 
the most compensation obtainable. 


and demnnded a minimum relief of 
$12 wgekly for families, plus the pay- 
ment of rent, free medical attention, 
free hot lunches at school, and shoes 
for their children. On October 24 
about a dozen persons of this group 
came to City Hall for a second con- 
ference with the Mayor. All of this 
party were not admitted, but the 
Mayor met the four who constituted 
the first committee, and permitted two 
others to attend this meeting. The 
committee presented the names of 
seven families they claimed needed 
assistance and contended they knew 
of others. Motulny night a commit- 
tee went to the home of James Demp 
sey. secretary to the Mayor and pro 
sented a list of names of persons re- 
quiring assistance. Mr. Dempsey told 
them he would arrange another con- 
ference with Mayor Weeks for Thurs- 
day morning. Instead of waiting un- 
til Thursday, the crowd mnrehed to 
City Hall on Wednesday morning 
and the riot ensued. Officials of the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee stated that 
of the eleven persons arrested 
Wednesday, only two had applied to 
the committee for relief.

Kiwanis Club 

Rev. Bullock, who formerly was pas 
tor of the Centenary Methodist Church 
of Auburndale, recently returned from 
a European trip and on Tuesday re- 
cited his experiences to the mem- 
bers of the Newton Kiwanis Club at 
the weekly meeting of that organiza- 
tion in the Charles River Country 
Club. 

“During my visits to many cities 
and towns of England,’’ the speaker 
said, "I met and talked with young 
men 25 years old who have never yet 
had a job and I have mingled with 
men 45 and 50 years old who haven’i 
worked in 10 years. The spirit of 
these men is entirely gone. They are 
utterly demoralized. They have no 
hope of getting work and never ex- 
pect to work again. If you think un- 
employment conditions here are dark 
you should have seen conditions in 
Cornwall, as I saw them, where 1700 
men are walking the streets of this 
small town.” 

Rev. Bullock spoke at length on the 
English Dole system which, he ex- 
plained, is in reaiity the nickname for 
the unemployment insurance inaugu- 
rated by Lloyd George during the war. 
The folks over there, he said, refer 
to the dole as "going on Lloyd 
George.” The British never expected 
this unemployment insurance would 
demand so much from the nation, but 
in Rev. Bullock’s opinion it has saved 
the country from revolution. It is not 
at all uncommon for men and their 
families to live contentedly on the 
dole, much better off than they would 
be if only the head of the family was 
working. Out of the dole they still 
pay on the insurance for their wives 
and children, thus receiving income 
from three or four doles, where for- 
merly there was only one source, the 
income from the father’s wages. In 
addition to those entitled to the dole, 
the poor of the cities and towns are 
taken care of as paupers by the gov- 
ernments of those communities. 

Taxation in England was explained 
by the speaker who declared that 
Americans in comparison have little 
cause to complain. “You don’t know 
what taxation is here,” he said. “In 
England there is a 25 per cent income 
tax. For them the war is not yet 
over. In their daily life can still be 
seen the scars of the Great World 
War. It is great to go speeding across 
the Atlantic ocean to visit foreign 
lands to see how the other fellow is 
getting on,” he concluded, "but it is 
finer, I tell you, to come back where 
‘the sky is full of sunlight and the 
Flug is full of stars.’ ”

In each club business is car- 
ried on according to parliamentary 
order. 

The Railroad Club has adopted a 
system of promotions as a special in- 
centive for the members. Starting 
with the position of conductor, “the 
railroad crew” is promoted by a point 
system through the many offices to 
the rank of master mechanic. A min- 
iature railroad system is being in- 
stalled in the club room. The Travel 
Club 1ms obtained circulars from dif- 
ferent travel bureaus. Each club mem- 
ber is muking a note-book on some 
tour. Mr. Carr has taken motion pic- 
tures of the Sports Club and the Hik- 
ing Club. It is his hope to obtain as 
many of these pictures as possible 
and show these reels to the pupils 
at various times. 

The Student Council and Student 
Patrol presented a program before the 
students on Wednesday. The problems 
of the Council and the Patrol together 
with a presentation of facts concern- 
ing school citizenship, sportsmanship, 
and spirit were delivered by Jane 
Dealy, Harvey Cibel, William Brad- 
ley, Betty Tobin.

A piano solo by 
Leslie White and an instrumental 
trio composed of Anson Piper, Maur- 
ice Iteidy, and Ernest Coughlan add- 
ed a musical touch to the program.

Newton D. Baker 
Warns Com- 
munity Chest 

Says Idleness of Youth Is 
Dangerous 

Newton D. Baker, former secretary 
of war, and chairman of the Welfare 
and Relief Mobilization of 1932, has 
issued a warning in a statement re- 
ceived today at the headquarters of 
the Newton Community Chest, against 
reduction of constructive work for 
hoys and girls. Mr. Baker based his 
warning on a report on delinquency 
prevention and youth programs sub- 
mitted by national social service 
agencies co-operating in the mobili- 
zation. 

Among other things in the report, 
it is shown that today 200,000 young 
people, mostly under 20 years, are 
wandering about the country seeking 
to find a foothold somewhere; that 
100 cities report a 30 per cent in- 
crease in attendance in 1,000 recrea- 
tional centers; and that boys’ clubs 
announce thousands of boys unable 
to got work are returning to them for 
education and recreation. 

In his comment on the report, Mr. 
Baker said: 

"Any community which does not at 
this time guard the interests of its 
hoys and girls and unemployed men 
and women is committing a mistake 
for which it is bound to pay later. 
The question before us today is how 
best to maintain those things which 
are essential to civic and industrial 
well-being with the funds at our dis- 
posal. The past has shown us that 
crime, ill-health, and loss of morale 
are expensive. 

“We spend millions each year on 
police courts and prisons. Experience 
should have taught us by this time 
the value and economy of reinforcing 
essential services. It is not a question 
of whether or not as citizens or a 
community we can afford a character- 
building and recreational program at 
this time, hut rather whether we can 
a fiord to get along without one. 
Youth cannot wait for a return of 
hotter days. Courage, morale and wise 
guidance are needed today for all 
ages, as they have seldom been in 
the history of the country.”

Mr. P. F. Bander, secretary of the 
Newton Community Chest, spoke brief- 
ly of the aims, hopes, and operation of 
that activity. 

The speaker for the afternoon was 
Stanley Ross Fisher, well-known both 
in the East and the West as a lecturer 
on current events and international 
relations; and known in England for 
his summer preaching at City Temple, 
Westminster Chapel, and other Lon- 
don churches, and for distinguished 
service during war years. During the 
peace conference, and after, he served 
as co-pastor of the American Church 
in Paris. Recently he has travelled 
over large sections of China and waB a 
member of the Fact-Finding Commis- 
sion under the Rockefeller Foundation, 
composed of ten American educators, 
physicians, sociologists, and econom- 
ists, together with Chinese educators 
and interpreters, making a full and 
impartial survey of social, political, 
educational and religious conditions in 
China. His statements, therefore, car- 
ried weight from knowledge and ex- 
perience. 

The final report of this commission 
is due and will be awaited with 
interest. Among other things will be 
the results of the investigation as to 
what has been done by American mis- 
sionaries and with American money. 

Mr. Fisher believes that it is impor- 
tant to understand the people of the 
Orient, — especially of China, because 
it Is the oldest contemporary civiliza- 
tion; authentic history of China dat- 
ing back 5,500 years; and having 
much to give, not only of artistic and 
literary worth, but also of religious. 

The first impression in China, he 
stated, was of the awful suffering 
which makes it commonplace to see 
people in public places piteously beg- 
ging for food, and where in two prov- 
inces alone 5,000,000 people literary 
starved to death. He expressed great 
admiration for the change in twenty- 
five years from a Feudal Empire, 
which other nations have taken hun- 
dreds of years to accomplish; and he 
pled for patience with China, and 
for help in whatever directions are 
possible.

sided at a charmingly decorated tea ta- 
ble, where refreshments were served 
under the direction of a committee 
headed by Mrs. G. F. Earnshaw.

ing, the now ruling of the Federation 
regarding voting will bo practised for 
tho first time, and a plan has been 
worked out. which was explained by 
Mrs. J. Earle Parker, a vice-president, 
wheroby the delegates, who will all 
have voting power, will receive dele- 
gates’ tickets signed hy the secre- 
taries of their own Clubs und issued 
hy them. The Luncheon tickets for 
this Fall Meeting have been sent to 
the different Clubs, and members are 
requested to reserve them as early as 
possible to facilitate the work of 
Mrs. C. H. Lipplncott and her com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. Braman called attention to 
the request of the Red Cross for a 
Year Book from each Club. 

At the close of this business meet- 
ing, Mrs. Frank H. Stewart, of the 
Newton Centre Club, a director of the 
Federation, nnd who is a member of 
the Massachusetts Committee, spoke 
informally r&garding tho National 
Economy League, asking that the dif- 
ferent Clubs interest themselves in 
this movement. The Newton quota is 
12,000 signatures with or without 
money contribution. The week of 
November 20th to 27th has been set 
as the membership week, when Mr.

This movement 
and the furtherance of the new Com- 
munity Chest are to have the hearty 
endorsement of the Federation this 
year, with just as many women as 
possible to stimulate interest in these 
two most worthwhile projects. 

Concerning the Newton Community 
Chest, which will be in shape to func- 
tion in the near future, Mr. Paul 
Bauder, secretary of that organiza- 
tion and chairman of the Campaign 
Committee, explained many of the de- 
tails of its formation, and bespoke 
the efforts of the Federation In Its 
behalf. Organized with such a fine 
personnel, this institution, new for 
Newton, is expected to care for the 
needs of the community efficiently. 
Mr. Bauder stressed the fact, whi ( ch 
may not always be evident, that not 
only the charitable organizations are 
in this combination, but also the 
groups interested in character-build- 
ing. and which influence the morale 
of future citizens. This new Com- 
munity Chest will carry on and aug- 
ment the work for so many years ably 
managed by the Central Council, and 
may, perhaps, be classed as a clear- 
ing house for Newton’s philanthro- 
pies. Their campaign will run from 
November 17th to 30th. Mrs. Albert 
S. Hutchinson, of Newton . Highlands, 
is the leader In the Federation for co- 
operation in this work, and is also 
chairman of the Speakers’ Bureau. 

With these two big objectives and 
many lesser ones, toward which the 
Federation bends its efforts, the Club 
Year is shown to be an extremely 
busy and interesting one.
